Cook, the resident counsel for the Government

b/ Criminal Court in this city this morning and 
addressed the Judge in relation to the proceed- 
Ings of Monday, when the counsel for the defense 
; pnudeavored to havea day fixed for an argument 
concerning the information. He reminded the 
Judge that there had been an understanding 
that a day should te fixed by mutual agree- 
ment after Col. Ingersoll’s return from New- 
Mexico, and after counsel for the Government 
should have been informed of his return, He 
had received no notice of Col. Ingersoll’s re- 
1 j turn up to the time of his departure for Phila- 
; delphia on Saturday afternoon. 

“It was well known,’’ said Col. Cook, ‘* to 
at least three of the attorneys representing the 
defense that I was out of the city on Satur- 
flay. They had personal information of that 
fact and that I would be absent for several 
days. On Saturday evening late a represent- 
ative of Mr. Totten left a notice in my office 
with Mr. Cole. This representative was in- 
formed that I was absent and would 
be for some time. It was,  there- 
fore, with a full knowledge that there 
was no one present, and that there could be 
no one present, to represent the United States 
on Monday, that the application; was made. 
These facts utter theirown voice. That was 
not the first time that there has been an effort, 


jhrough the medium of legal drums and fifes 
of this court, to make ostentatious displays on 


the part of the defense. I left on Saturday 
by previous arrangement existing between the 
Attorney-General and Mr. Brewster, having 
seen Mr. Bliss on Friday, for the express pur- 
pose of preventing delay in the discussion and 
arranging it for this week.

If the court 
should rule that the proceeding by informa- 
tion cannot be allowed this decision would not 
affect the great body of the star route 
prosecutions, but only the Prescott and Santa 

é route case, to which this information re- 
lates. ‘he adjournment of the Grand Jury 
until Oct. 3 by District Attorney Corkhill 
forced the prosecutors to proceed by informa- 
tion in the Prescott and Santa Fé case, because 
the evidence in thet case could not be laid be- 
fore the Grand Jury until a date when the 
statute of limitations would interpose a bar 
against prosecution. If the method of pro- 
ceeding by information should be sustained by 
the court it would be possible to use that 
method in other cases, although the prosecutors 
might prefer proceeding by Grand Jury in- 
fiictment in cases where delay would not give 
force to the statute of limitations.

WHAT NEW-YORK BEER IS MADE OF. 
BREWERS WHO HAVE VIOLATED THE LAW 
BY NOT MAKING FULL RETURNS OF 
MATERIALS. 

Wasuinctoxn, Nov. 2.—The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue hus had the ques- 
tion of materials which enter into the manu- 

j facture of beer in New-York City examined 
by some of his agents there. The main point 
of inquiry was directed toward ascertaining 
whether the brewers were in the habit of re- 


porting on the regular forms the materials, 
pther than malt and hops, which they 
nsed. The result of the examination, so 


far as it has been made known here, shows 


that some of the brewers do not report any 


materials used by them except malt and hops, 
and that they do not even enter these addition- 
al materialsin their records. Some of them 
tlaim, as an explanation of this violation of 
law, that they have not been required to make 


such reports, Qn the other band, the officers 
‘pf internal revenue say that it has been 
constantly required of brewers to make these 
reports, but that they have caused much trou- 
ble, because they are extremely reluctant to 
have it known that they use anything but malt 
end bopvs. The officers say that glucose, rice, 
&c., must be taken into the breweries at night. 
The agents report that the brewers in the 
Second District make compiete returns of ma- 
terials, The detailed report of one shows that 
many brewers claimed that they used nothing 
but malt and hops, but still he ascertained 
that some used sugar, some corn-meal, and 
some rice in addition. One brewery showed 
the use in a month of 11,130 bushels of malt, 
ao bops, and 3,046 bushels of other materials, 
Oninquiry, it appeared that the latter item was 
All corm-meal. At one brewery, where the 
returns to the Collector showed the use 


pf mait and “hops only, investigation re- 
vealed the fact that for everv 96 bushels of 
malt there were used 500 pounds of coraline, 
raithough the latter was not entered either on 
the returns of material received or material 
nsed. Another large brewery, which reported 
pniy hops and malt as used, really manufac- 
tured their beer in the following proportions: 
Malt, 13,250 bushels; corn, 26,000 pounds; 
glucose 5.600 pounds. Another establishment 
nsed malt, hops, corn-meal, and rice, the pro- 
portion of mait and meal being 50 bushels of 
corn-meal to 250 bushels of malt. The last 
brewery examined had just abandoned the use 
pf glucose. The practice had been to use 600 
pounds of giucose to every 165 bushels of malt.

A CHARGE OF PARTIALITY REFUTED, 


WHY CONTINUED BONDS WERE I2SUED WHILE 
THE BOOKS OF THE LOAN WERE CLOSED. 
Wasuinoton, Nov. 2.—The charge has 

recently been made in some Western papers 

that favoritism has been shown to the First 


National Bank of New-York in the matter of 


the issue of continued bonds during the month 
pf October, when the books were closed, and 
it was stated that such a bond had been seen 
in Chicago of the date of Oct. 25 received 
from the New-York First Nationai. The mat- 
ter is of interest in banking circles, and is thus 
pxplained by the ‘Treasury this afternoon: ‘It 
js stated in the papers that evidence of favor- 
itism shown by the Treasury Department to the 
First National Bank of New-York is in posses- 
siou of a Chicago bank, in the shape of a con- 
tinued bond of the funded loan of 1881, dated 
Oct, 25, 1881, the bond having been issued to 
the First National Bank of New-York during 
the month in which the books of that loan 
were closed, for preperstion of the dividend 
fue Noy. 1, 1881. It is a well-known 
rule of the department that the books 
of a lean are closed during the month 
preceding the payment of ai dividend. 
pnd that transfers of such bonds during that 

riod are not made; but exceptions to the 
rule are made in favor of any national bank 
desiring to deposit bonds with the Treasurer of 
the United States as securitv for circulation. 
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It appears that on the 25th of October the. 








Controller of the Currency delivered to the 
Register of the Treasury seven bonds of $5,00U 
each, amounting to $35,000, and requested that 
$34,000 of the amount might be issued for 
deposit with the Treasurer on account of a 
newly organized national bank in Iowa, the 
remaining $1,000 to be transferred to a nation- 
al bank in Chicago. The usual practice of the 
department was followed in this case, namely, 
to issue the bonds without delay, and the bond 
for $1,000 probably found its way in due 
course to-the hands of the Chicago bank, it be- 
ing impracticable to issue the larger amount 
without the smaller, There was nothing in 
the transaction which might not have been ef- 
fected by any national bank in the country.”

THE STOCK OF SiLVER DOLLARS. 

WHY SILVER CERTIFICATES WILL NO LONGER 
BE ISSUED AGAINST GOLD DEPOSITS. 

Wasuincton, Nov. 2.—The Treasury 
Department, owing to the relatively small 
stock of silver dollars now on hand, has found 
it necessary to suspend the exchange of silver 
certificates for gold coin or builion, The 
law authorizes the holder of silver bullion 
to deposit it in the Treasury and take out cer- 
tificates. Two years ago the question was 


raised whether any one could take out, gold 


from the Treasury and put in silver 
certificates. It was found that under 
the rule of the department by which 
any person to whom payments are 


due may receive the amount due in the cur- 
rency of his choice, those to whom silver 
dollars were paid immediately redeposited 
them and took out silver certificates, It was 
accordingly decided to allow persons to de- 
posit gold, and upon such deposits silver certifi- 
cates were issued, the Treasury at the same time 
holding an amount of standard silver dollars 
equal to the amount that had been thus depos- 
ited. This practice has been continued to such 
an extent that there are now outstanding, of 
silver certificates issued under these conditions, 
the amount of $66,527,670. Agaimst this 
the Treasury holds of silver, $66,576,378, 
leaving only 24,800 silver dollars in the Treas- 
ury, which are not represented by outstand- 
ing certificates, and for this reason the Treas- 
ury has seen fit to rescind the order under 


which this issuance of silver certificates 
against gold coin was authorized. These 
$66,000,000 of silver certificates, how- 


ever, does not represent the entire amount 
of silver dollars outstanding. The Mint has 
coined something like 100,000,000 of silver dof- 
lars. There is in the Treasury of silver certifi- 
cates, not represented by the $66,000,000 above 
named, $7,488,900. The-total ameunt of stan- 
dard silver dollars actually in circulation is 
about $40,000,000, The Mint, for more than a 
year, has been coining the minimum amount 
authorized by the silver dollar law, 2,000,000 


per month.

mission. He was accompanied by Dr. Loring, 
Minister of the United States to Central 
America, and by Secretary Blaine.

ENFORCING THE LAND ACT 


THE WORK OF THE COMMISSION 
AND THE AGITATORS. 
APPLICATIONS FROM 2,000 FARMERS IN LIM- 
ERICK FOR REDUCED RENTS — THE 
COURT’S FIRST DECISION—AN INSULT- 

ING TELEGRAM TO MR. GLADSTONE. 

Limerick, Nov. 2.—Two thousand tenant 
farmers in the County of Limerick have re- 
solved to apply to the Land Commission to fix 
judicial rent or set aside unjust leases. 

Lonpon, Nov. 2.—A telegram is published 
here announcing that Mr. Sexton has been 
given to understand that he is to go to France 
as a condition-of his release from prison, He 
is at present unable to travel. 

The Secretary of the Liverpool branch of 
the Land League has telegraphed to Mr. Glad- 
stone as follows: ‘‘ The elections of yesterday 
show how your ‘resources of civilization’ are 
appyeciated by 150,000 Irish citizens here.”’ 

In connection with the recent prevention of 
a Land League meeting in the East End of 


London, the Scotland Yard authorities state 
that they have not ordered interference with 
such meetings. Police subordinates appear to 
have acted in the matter on their own respon- 
sibility. 

The reduction of rent by the first decision 
under the Land act, at Monaghan, yesterday, 
is considerable, the amended rent of the hold- 
ing being only 6 guineas. An application was 
made to the Dublin Land Court yesterday to 
fix the rent of a holding in Cork, where the 
valuation is £27 and the present rent £113. 
Lord Justice O’Hagan said the figures were 
very startling. 

The disturbances continue at Belmullet, 
County Mayo. Thus far four of the persons 
wounded in the affray on Thursday last are 
dead, and six more deaths are expected. Two 
hundred military and 200 Police are on the 
spot. The roads leading to Aglow are block- 
aded with stones, and the bridge has been 
broken for the purpose of impeding the move- 
ments of the military. 

Mr. Gilhooly, Secretary of the Bantry 
(County Cork) branch of the Land League, was 
arrested last evening under the Coercion act. 

Lord O’Hagan will retire from the Lord 
Chancellorship of Ireland on Monday. 

Mr. Sexton has assumed the chief direction 
of the United Ireland, and will contribute 
leaders to its editorial columns. 

The Most Rev. George Butler, Bishop of 
the Diocese of Limerick, who is strong- 
ly opposed to the no rent manifes- 
to, has signified to Father Sheehy 
the desirability of prolonging his absence 
from the diocese of Limerick during the pres- 
ent agitation. 

LonvDoN, Nov. 3.—It is stated that the Land 
League leaders have changed front and bave 
directed the tenant farmers to send in claims 
under the Land act, with a view to swamping

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 











Lonpon, Nov. 2.—A Cabinet council has 
been summoned to meet early next week, 

The only novel feature of the Lord Mayor’s 
procession, on the 9th inst., will be the banner 
of the United States escorted by a guard of 
honor. When the Lord Mayor’s procession 
reaches Westminster the American flag will 
be borne to the Palace-yard, and massed bands 
will play the American national anthem. Mr. 
W. J. Hoppin, Secretary of the American Le- 
gation, has written to the City Remembrancer 
saying he is sure this graceful recognition of 
the ties binding the two nations will be 
received with the greatest pleasure in America, 

Truth says that the late Baron James Roth- 
schild incurred losses on the Bourse in October 
amounting to 80,000,000f., and that his anxiety 
caused the bursting of an aneurism. 

The Pesther Lloyd says: ‘* The Emperor and 
Empress of Austria, the Crown Prince and 
Princess, Prince Leopold of Bavaria, and 
Princess Gisela will, in the month of May 
next, return the visit of the Kimg and Queen 
of Italy.” 

The cable steamer Faraday is now at Graves- 
end. The officers of the American Telegraph 
and Cable Company say she will sail again 
next week. She will endeavor to repair the 
first cable, and then proceed to Nova Scotia to 
begin laying the shore end and intermediate 
section of the second cable. The interruption 
in the first cable is, roughly speaking, over 
1,000 miles from the British shore, and its cause 
is not known. About 1,700 miles of the second 
cable have been laid. 

The ‘imes says: ‘*The Ministry has given 


no encouragement whatever to opening the 
question of the establishment of more di- 


rect relations with the Vatican. As 
far as is apparent there is no rea- 
son to depart from the existing 
state of things, even if the Vatican 


took the initiative in the matter. The proposal

MADRID, Nov, 2.—At a meeting ef the Ad- 
vanced Democratic members of the Chamber 
of Deputies, after a long discussion, the ma- 
jority decided to support Sefior Zorilla’s pro- 
zgrammeand policy, although Sefior Martos 
and bis friends are forming a minority party 
who object to this course. 


The newspapers state that the Chamber of 
Deputies will, if necessary, sit twice a day so 


as to permit of the discussion of the budget be- 
fore the 24th of December. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Sefior 
Silvela bitteriy attacked the Government’s 
foreign policy, especially in regard to the 
settlement with France for the Saida 
claims, Marquis Vega de Armijo, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, contended that the 
result fully justified the Government’s policy, 


and pointed ovt that while they had obtained 
indemnification from France the Frénch 
claims arising from the Carlist war had been 
left to Spanish generosity. 

MANCHESTER, Nov. 2.—A Paris correspond- 
ent telegrapns as follows: ‘The British 
Commissioners who came here to nego- 
tiate for a Franco-British commercial 
treaty, will return home on Saturday. 
There will be no treaty. The 
French offers have been officially noted, but 
they fall far short of the point at which a com- 
promise might be entertained. The principal 
differences are relative to cotton.’’ he cor- 
respondent says be is confident that the Gam- 
betta Ministry will prove more reasonable 
than the present one, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 2.—A considerable 
quantity of dynamite was discovered during 
the search of the German steamer which was 
recently detained in the Dardanelles while on 
her way from Hamburg to Oder-a and Tagan- 
rog. 

ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 2.—The editor of the 
French newspaper, /gypte, (suppressed tor 
calling Mohammed a false prophet,) who had 
placed himself under the protection of the 
French Consul on account of threats against 
his life, and who was advised by the Consul 
to leave for France, embarked to-day. The 
singular publicity given toall the details of the 
affair causes doubt as to their accuracy. The 
incident is contrary to all precedent, and, if 
authenticated, it will be impcssible to exag- 
erate its gravity.

HUNTING DOWN THE NIHILISTS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 2.—A St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent says: ‘‘I have trustworthy in- 
formation that the Police have just made an 
important capture. Suspicions having been 


directed to the inmates of a house in a respect- 
able quarter of the city, the Police surrounded 
the place at night, burst open the doors, and 
seized a man and a woman who were prepar- 
ing dangerous explosives. Socialist pamphlets 
were found in the rooms. The man isa stu- 
dent in the School of Mines.” 

Another St. Petersburg correspondent says: 
**Last week numerous Nihilist proclamations 
were distributed about the city, and several 
copies were thrown into the barracks of the 
Imperial Guard. Itis stated that the Czar has 
lately received many threatening missives.”’ 

Lonpon, Nov. 3.—A dispatch from Ber- 
lin says: ‘‘Five employes in the Czar’s 
palace at Gatchina ave been arrested, 
and one of them has revealed a plot 
to repeat at Gatchina the Winter Palace 
explosion, when an attempt was made 
to kill the late Czar. Many Naval 
officers have recently received copies 
of a revolutionary proclamation, summoning 
them to join the cause of liberty and justice.”

FRENCH GUESTS IN BOSTON,

RECEIVED BY CITY AND STATE OFFICERS— 


VISITING BUNKER HILL AND HARVARD 
COLLEGE. 

Boston, Nov. 2.—At 10 o’clock to-day the 
French visitors arrived here asthe special guests 
of the city. They were received at Mansfield by a 
committee representing this city. Along the line 
of the railroad large crowds were in waiting to get 
aglimpse of the visitors, who were especially in 
charge of S. A. Brown, Chief Clerk of the Depart- 
ment of State, Washington. At the depot here the 
American Band, of Providence, was stationed in 
the east gallery, which was draped with French and 


American flags, surrounding a bust of Lafayette, un- 
der which was the inscription: *‘t Armée Francaise 
arrivée & Boston, December 7, 1782, de Yorktown.” 
As the party alighted from the train the band 
struck up familiar strains, including the ‘* Marseil 
laise.”” The people cheered and waved their hats, 
andthe French gentlemen politely acknowledged 
the welcome. The party was taken to the gentle- 
men’s waiting-room, where a delegation of French 
citizens was in readiness to receive them. Mr. 
Pierre Jeandot read an address of welcome in 
French, extending on behalf of the French resi- 
dents of Boston the kindest regards and wishes. 
A brief reply was made by M. Outrey, and the 
party then took carriages for the Hotel Vendéme, 
where ar elegant breakfast was served, and where 
Mayor Prince formally received the guests. 

At 12:45 o’clock a procession formed, consisting 
of the National Lancers, who did escort duty, and the 
Mayor, the Committee of Arrangements, and the 
French visitors, in carriages, and proceeded to the 
State house, where the guests were introdueed to 
Gov. Long and staff. The Governor simply ex- 
pressed his pleasure at meeting them. After the 
party had been shown tkrough the various depart- 
ments in the State-house, line was again formed 
were escorted to Charlestown, 
arriving at Bunker Hill monument at 2:45 P. M. 
The route of the procession was lined with peonle 
who enthusiastically greeted the visitors. The 
party was received on the grounds by the Hon. 
Robert C. Winthrop, President of the Monument 
Association, who addressed the visitors in a 
short but eloquent address, in which he 
referred in fitting terms to the part which France 
played in the war of the Revotution, and welcomed 
them to the scene of the first battle of that strug- 
gle. The guests then inspected the monument, re- 
doubts, and other historie spots in the vicinity of 
the route. A large crowd filled Monument-square, 
and the grounds were surrounded with American 
fiags andthe tri-colored flag of France at inter- 
vals. Flags were also displayed from tke top of 
the monument. The party finally proceeded to 
Harvard College, and on its arrival alighted and 
entered Massachusetts Hall, where President 
Eliot greeted it. A visit was then made to Prof. 
Longfellow’s house, in Brattle-street, in Cam- 
bridge, after which the party returned to the Hotel 
Vendéme. 

The reeeption given by Mayor Prince to the 
French visitors to-night was attended by about 
2,000 persons, representing the literary, profes- 
sional, and nolitical walks of life. The French vis- 
itors and the Mayor received the guests from 9 
o'clock until atter 10, when supper was served, 
after which there was dancing inthe large ball: 
room. The reception was a brilliant and unquali- 
fied success. To-morrow morning the French 
guests will visit both of the inaustrial fairs at the 
invitation of the managers, and will return to the 
Hotel Vendome in time for a 120’clock break- 


fast, after which they will be escorted to one of 
the afternoon trains to New-York.

PUSHING THE POLITICAL CONTEST 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

FRAUDS UNEARTHED IN PHILADELPHIA— 
ERRORS IN THE ASSESSORS’ LISTS OF 
VOTERS—MOVEMENTS OF THE SsTATE 
CANDIDATES, 

PaiLtapeLpura, Nov. 2.—Local political 
matters are being agitated now with a vigor 
which it was impossible to arouse earlier in 
the campaign. It was discovered yesterday 
that a great number of errors had been mage 
in printing the Assessors’ lists of voters. Itis 
charged that the errors were made with 
fraudulent intent, and to-day the Citizens’ 
Committee of One Hundred has been busily 
engaged in collecting evidence of corruption. 
Many of the wards have been canvassed, and 
it was said at that committee’s head-quartars 
to-day, that sufficient evidence of corruption 
on the part of the Division Assessors, in many 
cases, had been discovered to justify the issu- 
ing of warrants for the arrest of the offenders. 


It was further claimed that the persons who 
had knowingly committed the frauds would 
be arrested within a few hours. 

In connection with this 1t was asserted by 
the Committee of One Hundred that it was in 

ossession of trustworthy information show- 
ing thata plot had been discovered whereby 
William 8, Douglass and John C, McMenemin, 
present City Commissioners, had used the pow- 
ers of their ‘office fraudulently to re-elect them- 
selves, by having the election return sheets print- 
ed im such a way as to induce ignorant election 
ofiicers to throw outthe names of Carson and 
Krumbhaar, Independent candidates, and Hag- 
garty, Democratic candidate, for that office, 
‘The names of these candidates were to be mis- 
spelled and to be changed, and an imstance was 
mentioned where it was asserted the name of 
David Haggarty would be printed Davis Hag- 
gerty. The matter was referred, by the Cam- 
paign Committee at its meeting this morning, 
to the Committee on Election Frauds, which 
was instructed to pay particular attention to 
the allegation. Chairman George Bull, of the 
Democratic City Committee, had also had his 
attention drawn toa similar charge, and on 
Tuesday he wrote to the City Commissioners, 
asking permission to examine into the matter 
by an inspection of the forms. No reply had 
been received to his note up to a late hour this 
evening. 

There were no new developments in State 
politics to-day. Gen. Bailey, the Republican 
candidate for State Treasurer, left the city te- 
day for Wilkesbarre, where a reception was 
tendered him this evening.- After this the 
General, it was stated, would’ take the train 
for Allegheny Ceunty, stopping on his way at 
Tyrone for three or four hours. He will re- 
main in Pittsburg and vicinity until Monday, 
returning home on Tuesday morning in time 
to deposit his ballot at the opening of the polls. 
Charles Wolfe, the Independent candidate 
for State ‘Treasurer, spoke at Hunt- 
ingdon to-night, and will address meet- 
ings in the eastern part of tke State 
Guring the remainder of the week. The 
Democratic candidate for State Treasurer, 
Orange Noble, left the city this morning for 
Allentown, and will visit Berks, Northampton, 
and other counties in the east prior to election 
day. Senator J. Donald Cameron has been in 
the city for the last two days, but left here 
this afternoon. Several conferences have 
been held in which Chairman Cooper and 
several of the locai leaders have taken part, 
but their results have been studiously kept 
secret, 
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A LAWYER DROWNS HIMSELF. 
THE DELIBERATE SUICIDE OF W. H. GUR- 
NEY, IN BUFFALO. 

BurFra.o, N. Y., Nov. 2.—This afternoon W. 
H. Gurney, the well-known lawyer, deliberately 
committed suicide by lowering himself into 
Niagara River. For some time he has beenin an 
unsound state of mind. He left his home at 11 
o’clock in the morning, and, after wandering about 
for some time. walked down to the foot of Ferry- 
street. There he took off his overcoat and hat and 
hung them on the snubbing-post of the Frontier 
pier, standing his cane up beside them. Then he 
got down from the pier to a log and quietly let his 


body slide off intothe river. He was discovered 
floating 


face downward. A boatman res- 
cued him before life was extinct, but 
he died soon after. He was born in 


Washington County. When 6 years old he came 
to Erie County with his father. He attended the 
district and the high schools and the Normal School 
at Albany, and was a teacher before he was 20 
years of age in Cattaraugus and Greene Counties. 
He turned his attention to farming and went 
West, but was injured by a thrashing-machine, 
.. @& to” incapacitated for manual 
labor. He returned to _ Buffalo, studied 
law, and was admitted to practice in 1866. In 1877 
he had a sun-stroke, whieh was the primary cause 
of the brain trouble that finally produced insanity, 
in connection with overwork. Lately he got the 
idez that he was becoming poverty stricken, 
although well provided with money and property. 
He claimed that he would die in the poor-house and 
his family be cast on the world. Mr. Gurney was 
warned thatif he did not give his brain some rest 
the most melancholy consequences might result. 
Not until it was too late, however, did he desist 
and prepare fora transatlantic voyage. When he 
reached New-York to take passage for Europe he 
was in such a condition that his physician declined 
to allow him to proceed.

A SOUTHERN POLITICAL MURDER. 


COLORED MEN SHOT FROM AN AMBUSH IN 


MISSISSIPPI. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Nov. 2.—Intormation has 
been received of the first political murder of the 
recent campaign in Mississippi, whieh occurred in 
Sharkey County on Friday night, Oct 23 A 
Sharkey County Fusion meeting was held on the 
Phelps plantation, on Deer Creek, A large num- 
ber of negroes were on their way to the place of 


meeting, and, passing in a body along the road 


which leads by the bank of Deer Creek. were 
hailed by persons hid in ambush and commanded 
to halt. This, however, they failed to do, and were 
continuing their journey,when they were fired upon 
by the persons iti ambush with double-barreled shot- 
gurs, killing Perry Thompson instantly and wound- 


ing four others,two of whom have since died. 
Perry Thompson was shot in the back near the 


spine, and the others were wounded with buck- 
shot. Some of the survivors are confident they can 
identify the persons who did the shooting, The 
Sheriff of Sharkey County, on hearing of the shoot- 
ing, summoned a posse ef citizens to go tothe 
scene and if possible tu ferret out the guilty persons 
and bring them to justice. It is thought by 
some that a mistake was made in firing upon this 
party; that it was intended to shoot a colored can- 
didate on the Fusion ticket and another prominent 
colored politician. This, however, is only surmise, 
As news of the act was circulated throughout the 
county great excitement prevailed, and the perpe- 
trators were denounced in unmeasured terms. An 
indignation meeting was held at Rolling Fork, the 
capital of Sharkey County, the day following, 
which was largely attended.

THE CHRISTIANCY DIVORCE SUIT, 


Wasuineton, Noy. 2.—In the Christiancy 


divorce case this afternoon Stephen Ches- 
ter was briefly examined for the plaintiff. 
He testified that George E. Haight 
told him that he became acquainted with 
Mrs. Christiancy on the steamer Colon, two 
days after leaving New-York for Peru; 
also, that Mr. Haight exhibited publicly, in 
Peru, Mrs. Christiancy’s photograph, and spoke 
of his acquaintance with her. His cross-examina- 
tion was confined to inquiries with regard to the 
laces where he had resided and the employment 
n which he had been engaged. Dennis Bland, 
the hackman, was then recajled. He had pre- 
viously been confronted with Miss Mary Chamber- 
lain, and had testified that she. was not the 
lady whom he drove to the St. James 
Hotel on Dee. 25, 1879. The counsel for the plaintiff 





then asked that Mrs. Christiancy be  pre- 
sented to the witness for identification. 
Her counsel declined to produce her for 


this purpose, giving as a reason that this was tes- 
timony in chief, and saould have been intreduced 
when the witness was first called. The matter was 
certified to the Chancellor for a decision. 
WESTERN MILLERS’ GRIEVANCES. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 2.—The Millers’ 
Association to-day passed resolutions asking the 
Chamber of Commerce to enforce arigid inspec- 
tion of wheat, asa vast quantity of that commodity 
iscoming in from the North-west which, while it 
looks fair and grades No. 2 and even No. 1, is badly 
injured by rain, and is damp and tough and 
totally ‘unfit for flour. The association 
also telegraphed as follows to the Millers’ Associa- 
tion at Minneapolis: ‘* At a meeting of the millers 
of this city to-day it was resolved. that owing to 


the unwarranted condition of the wheat market, 
which is manipniated in the interests of specula- 
tors and against all legitimate business, we believe 
it to be for the iuterests of the millers of the coun- 
try to make common cause and shut down their 
mills until the price of wheat shall be ata figure to 
compete with the markets of the world. All the 
mills here have shut down, and invite your eo-op- 


eration.” 
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ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
ORDERS TO CYFICERS—THE COURT-MARTIAL 
OF LIEUT. FLIPPER. 

WasuinetTon, Nov. 2,—Paymaster-General 
N. W. Brown has submitted his annual report to 
the Secretary of War. Duringthe fiscal year ended 
June 30, the reeeipts were $15,630,967 80, all of 
which amount was accounted for. The amount re- 
ceived during the year for soldiers’ deposits was 
$524,112 72, an increase of $46,938 28 over the pre- 
vious year. The report recommends the repeal of 
that part of the statutes which requires officers to 
be put upon half-pay when on leave of absence 
for more than 30 days. It holds that this require- 
ment works great hardship, especially in the case 
of officers stationed in the extreme West, much of 
whose time when on leave is taken upin traveling 
to and from their stations. It recommends that 
the number of Paymasters’ clerks be increased to 
56, in order to prevent delay of public busi- 
ness, and that they be classed as “ civil- 
jan employes,” and that their pay and 
compensation be regulated in the same manner 
as are those of similiar employes in the other 
staff departments of the Army. For convenience 
and for more equitable expenditure it is recom- 
mended that the appropriations for mileage pay of 
the Army and general expenses be consolidated 
under one title. During the fiscal year the pay- 
ment of claims for bounty, arrears of pay, prize 
money, &c., due soldiers, both white and colored, 
has been made. The payments, devolved upon 
this bureau by the act of March 3, 1879, have been 
prompt, satisfactory, and economical. The system 
of identification of claimants and of placing the 
money in their hands seems as perfect as it can be 
made, and no change is recommended.

The court sus- 
tained the challenge, not on the grounds ot ille- 
gality, but because the accused was unwilling to 
submit the case to the court as constituted. The 
court then adjourned to the 3d inst.”

FACTORIES FOR THE SOUTH 


WAY THEY PAY BETTER THAN THE 
NEW-ENGLAND MILLS. 

NFIDENCE OF SOUTHZRN MEN IN THE EX- 
TENSION OF MANUFACTURES—A POSSI- 
BLE SAVING OF FROM 10 TO 20 PER CENT. 
—WHAT IT COSTS TO SEND A BALE OF 
COTTON TO NEW-ENGLAND—THE ADVAN- 
TAGES WHICH THE SOUTH WILL DERIVE 
FROM MANUFACTURES, 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 29.—Manufacturing 
in the South is the one subject on which think- 
ing men here speak with entire confidence 
They have, most of them, some qualifying 
doubts -as to agricultural progress, the cheap- 
ening of cotton production, the raising of home 
supplies, immigration, mining, and the many 
other new ambitions and enterprises which 
have engaged so much attention since the 
opening of this new era of industrial develop- 
ment. But concerning the future of manu- 
factures, particularly of cotton, all men of in- 
telligence and business experience speak with 
the assurance of inspired prophecy. It is, in 
fact, not easy to see why the mill should not 
seek the cotton instead of the cotton seeking 
the mill, The Southern, as compared with the 
New-England, mill bas a variety of advan- 
tages sufficientin the aggregate to turn this 
way the flow of capital seeking investment in 
manufacturing, or, at least, a very large shara 
of it, unless we are to believe that the usual 
laws of trade are tobe of no effect in thesa 
matters. Nobody believes that manufacturing 
is to die out in New-England. Mills and theis 
products will increase in number and valu¢ 
there, no doubt, but unless all signs and pre 
dictions fail, far less rapidly than in the South. 
ern States. This has not been the case hitherto, 
Before the war very little attention had been 
paid to manufacturing in the South. In 186d 


there were but 159 mills, running 290,359 spin- 


dles and 6,713 looms, in the Southern States, 
out of a total for the whole Union of 1,091 
mills, with 5,235,727 spindles and 126,313 looms, 
A fraction over 544 per cent. of the spindles 
were in the South. ‘The census of 1880 gives a 
total of 10,921,147 spindles, of which 608,286 
are in the South—still about 544 percent. In 
doubling the number of spindles in these 20 
years, the South barely maintained its relative 
proportions. It employs now 18,223 operatives, 
against 163,405 employed in Northern mills; 
that is, for every operative in the South thera 
are nine in the North. The era of growth in 
manufactures has only just opened in the 
South, however. The census of 1890 will 
greatly disappoint the people of this part of 
the country if it does not show that instead of 
a beggarly 544 per cent. of the manufacturing 
of the country the South has 20 or 25 per cent, 
The reasons set forth for this confidence ar¢ 
many and of unmistakable weight. At the 
outset every Southern man is sure to prove td 
you that it is a dead waste to ship raw cotton 
to a mill 1,500 miles away whenit could be 
made into yarns or fabrics much cheaper iz 
factories distant from the cotton field only 4 
short half-day’s journey for a mule. There is 
force in this reasoning. The money expended 
upon each bale of cotton in preparing it for 
and shipping it to the distant market makes 4 
very considerable sum, which the manufacturer 
must deduct from the price of his raw material 
or add to the priceof his product. Let us 
look at the items. Planters usually reckoz 
that bagging and ties cost them nothing, a‘ 
they are weighed with the bale and sell for a: 
much as was paid for them. This reasoning is 
misleading, for the manufacturer reckons bag 
ging and ties precisely as he does any other 
waste. These two items may beset down at 
$1. Then follow ginning and baling, $3; stor- 
age and insurance, 75 cents; drayage, 20 cents: 
samplings—say two pounds in all—20 cents} 
compressing, 75 cents; commissions and brok« 
erage, $2; treight to New-Encland and insur 
ance, $5; waste by stealing, careless handling; 
dirt, storms, &c., not less than $3; in all 
$14 96, or almost exactly the 134 cents 
a peund which it is usually estimated that 
the New-England manufacturer pays for 
his cotton above the price received by 
the grower. The aggregate of these charges 
upon the entire crop is something startling. 
The crop of 1879, according to the census re 
turns, was 5,737,257 bales, of which Mr. Ed< 
ward Atkinson’s report shows that 195,389 
bales were manufactured in the South. Upon 
the 5,541,868 remaining bales, presumably 
shitted to distant mills, the amount of these 
charges, at $14 90 per bale, was $82,573,823, 
which is really far below the true amount, for 
nearly three-fourths of the cotton which leaves 
the South goes to England, involving an addi- 
tional expense of a cent or two per pound. 
One hundred million dollars is not too small 


an estimate for the annual tax laid upon 


the cotton crop, The crop of 1879 was 
worth not far from $250,000,000. Two. 
fifths—40 per cent.—of the South’s in- 
come from its great staple, therefore, goes 
for baling, transportation, and the services of 
middlemen—things which add not a cent ta 
the value of the product and are made neces- 


sary only by the awkward fact that the planta- 


tions are from 1,000 to 3,000 miles from the 
factories. I have included ginning in this 
list of charges, because, with the opportunity 
for the running of cotton-seed mills which the 
establishment of factories near the fields al- 
lows, the utilization of the seed for oil, hulls, 
and cake willfar more than pay the cost of 
ginning, enabling the manutacturer to pay 
fuil price for the unginned lint and return te 
the grower an ample supply of seed for the 
next year’s planting, or its equivalent in 
money. } 

These arithmetical details are no doubt as 
dry as husks to the newspaper reader, whose 
palate relishes nothing less highly flavored 
than an Indian fight ora six-story rope-ladder 


elopement, but to the anxious capitalist tired 
ofa petty 4 per cent. and seeking new and 


more profitable investments, such facts are not 
without interest. They go to support the 


claim that the Southern mill has an advantage 
of from 10 to 20 per cent. over its New-England 
competitor. But these advantages are by na 
means confined to the elimination of unneces- 
sary charges for baling and transportation. 
Power and labor are unquestionably cheaper 
in the South than in the North. The water- 
power of the Southern States is almost without 
limit, The available power of Georgia’s 
streams is reckoned at several million horse 
po: On an average it costs about $6 per 

orse-power per annum for water torun millsin 
the South, while the steam for the Fall River 


mills costs $12 per horse-power. The Augusta 
canal supplies water at $5 50 per horse- power. 


This canal is 9 miles long, 150 feet wide, and 
11 feet deep. The main canal, between the 


first level and the Savannah River, gives more 
than 14,000-horse power, of which only 1,900 
are used. At Lowell, N. C., water-power is 
offered free of charge to new mills. All over 
the two Carolinas and Georgia there are nat- 
ural streams with ample fall for manufacturing 
urposes, and on many of these streams gran- 
ite foundations for mills are to be had. The 
Southern water-courses never freeze over nor 
do they dry up, droughts being much less fre- 
uent there thanin the North, both ice and 
p eae are recognized sources of loss in New- 
England manufacturing. In another re 
speet the climate of the South is more favor- 
able for cotton manufacturing. The 
humidity of the Southern atmosphers 
is a very even quantity, ranging from 65 to 
70, acondition which is demanded for spinning 
and weaving cotton. In the dryer Massachu- 
setts air the manufacturer must employ steem 
to muvisten the air and make the lint work 
smoothly. The Atlanta Cotton Mill, with 
20,000 spindles, is run by steam, as Atlanta has 
no water-power, though a canal which will 
bring the waters of the Chattahoochee to the 
city is projected. Coal costs here $3 25 per 
ton, but even at this disadvantage, as com- 
pared with the mills of Augusta and other 
neizhboring cities, the Atlanta Cotton Mill, 
running night and day, clears $1,000 per 
week, or over 20 per cent. profit on its capital 
of $250,000. There are, besides, a large num- 
ber of other factories, flouring mills, &c., in 
Atlanta, all run by steam, but paying good 
returns on the capital invested, and new mills 
are building all the time. Labor is cheaper 
here than in the North. because living ig 
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cheaper. Houses cost iess, food less, and fuel 
much less, because not more than one-fourth 
as much is used. It might be difficult to find 
tenements here at rents lower than the em- 
ployes of the Willimantic Linen Company pay 
—an average of $5 per month for one- 
half of a double tenement—but a Fall River, 
Lowell, or Manchester operative would hardl 
be able to live on the $4 a week which will 
make a eo operative’s family comforta- 
ble, There is an abundance of native white 
labor to be had at from 50 to 60 cents a day. 
N are not employed in mills. Many 
manufacturers do not think them capable of 
becoming good operatives, where some me- 
chanical ingenuity, quickness and delicacy of 
touch, and unremitting attention are required. 
This is yet to be préved. But there are white 
men and women enough forall present de- 
mands, and they are preferred by the manu- 
facturers. In addition to these advantages it 
is to be mentioned that in Georgia cotton and 
wroolen mills are, by an act of the Legislature 
passed in 1872, made exeinpt from taxation 
for 10 years from the time of their erection. 
Building material is cheaper here than in most 
Northern States. Lumber is about $10 a 
thousand, against $30 in New-England; brick, 
BS to $10 per thousand, against $16 to $20 in 
4 New-Eugland. 
ss Of the many benefits which the community 
‘ at large, as distinguished from the capitalist and 
manufacturer, will enjoy from the extension 
of manufactures in the South, the chief ono 
will be the opportunity afforded for the profit- 
able employment of thousands of hands now 
idle. The negro is the true cotton grower. 
Those who were trained in the field in the old 
plantation days have a skill in the manage- 
ment of the plant through all the stages which 
the laboring whites find it hardto rival. Two- 
thirds of the cotton crep of Mississippi is 
raised by negroes, and more than two-thirds 
of the crep in otker States. The soil is the 
black man’s realm, and in its cultivation, 
either as owner, tenant, or for wages, he will, 
in the natural course of things, have a practi- 
ealmonopoly. In all kinds of unskilled labor 
oceupations, and in some of the coarser trades, 
as ordimary carpentry and brick-laying, 
colored labor must always be cheaper than 
white labor. Shut out in so many directions 
the whites, who now find life a_ bitter 
struggle, will gladly turn to the spin- 
dle and loom as a means of gaining 
a livelihood. Manufacturing will be their 
deliverance, and they will supply the manu- 
facturer with a class of operatives more teach- 
able and, when taught, more skillful than the 
irish, Canadian French, and other foreign 
help employed in the New-England factories. 
For girls and women who have hitherto had 
no opportunity to earn money the establish- 
ment of factories in every town and village will 
be an incalculable blessing. The proportiea 
of two or three adult eonsumers to one pro- 
ducer is the rule in white fgmilies of the class 
from which operatives are drawn. There is 
no field for female labor in household service, 
for colored servants are universally preferred 
and employed. With the white women 
whose necessities require some means of earn- 
ing money it is, in short, just as it is with 
their husbands and fathers—everything they 
can do is done as well and considerably cheap- 
er by the black women. There is still, no 
doubt, a very large percentage of white wom- 
en in the South who, though desperately poor, 
are too proud to work. This weakness will be 
corrected in time with the opening up of light, 
neat, and remunerative occupations. Tho 
Southern people who have visited the exposi- 
tion and seen the white-aproned girls of the 
Willimantic Company and the Clark Thread 
Company working busily with their spools and 
bobbins may have acquired some new ideas 
about the dignity of labor. Between rags 
and a lazy life with dignity at home anda 
neat gown and respectable service with fair 
wages there is certainly something to choose 
for any sensible girl or woman. 

The profits of the manufacturer and the 
wages of operatives must be reckoned as con- 
tributions to the wealth and well-being of the 
tommunity. Mr. H. P. Hammett, of the 
Piedmont factory, in South Carolina, one of 
jhe most successful manufacturers in the 
South, estimates this as follows: A bale of 
cotton of 450 pounds made into sheeting is 
worth, in New-York, $86 16; deduct cost of 
manufacturing, transportation, and commis- 
sion, $23 62, and the cost of the cotton at 10 
cents a pound, $45—$68 62; this leaves a 
net profit to the manufacturer of $17 54, to 
which is to be added $14 37 paid for labor and 
services rendered, making $51 91 distributed 
in the immediate vicinity of the mill. 
This is a low estimate. Some manu- 
facturers estimate that a bale of eotton con- 
verted into coarse yarns, Nos. 8 to 14, is dou- 
bled in value, and more than doubled if the 
yarns are above No. 14. Of ceurse, the greater 
the value which Southern labor adds to the 
raw material the greater the pecuniary return. 
Another very important source of gain is the 
increase in the value of real estate in mill 
towns and their vicinity, and in the greater 
profitableness of farming near such markets 
as large towns will supply. 

The goods now manufactured in Southern 
mills are mostly heavy. New-Engiand has 
many advantages for the making of fine and 
fancy goods. Her manufacturing industries 
are already developed, and she has an abund- 
ance of capital which is satisfied with moder- 
ate returns. Muslin, shirtings, prints, fine 
firess goods, and fancy stuffs which follow the 
temands of season and fashion are the proy- 
ince of her mills. In many of them there 
has been a change to finer machinery during 
the last five years. The field of the South is in 
ttandard heavy goods. Hosiery yarns, beav 
yarns of all kinds, from No. 344, for carpet fll 
ing, up to No. 20, twines, cordage, cotton-rope, 
and similar classes of goods can be made here 
with greater profit than anywhere else in the 
world. Standard wide shirtings, three 
and four yards, keavy shirtings, drillings, 
coarse plaids, and cottonades are the chief 
products of her looms. The Atlanta mill is 
now working on three-yard sheetings. The 
Eagle and Phoenix mills, at Augusta, running 
45,000 spindlos amd 1,800 looms, and employing 
1,800 operatives, turn out more than 100 vari- 
eties of goods—cottonades, cheeks, ginghams, 
towels, twines, blankets, &c. pices A make a 
cotten blanket, striped like the woolen article 
and with a surface like Canton flannel on both 
sides, which is made nowhere else. They 
pre light amd well adapted to use 
In this climate, though Southern house- 
wives complain that they soil easily. 
They make also crash towels, which are 
an excellent imitation of the Turkish bath tow- 
els, and common towels in a great variety of 
patterns. Thespinnisg of hosiery yarns and 
the knitting of hosiery from Sea Island cotton 
and the ordinary cotton is a growing industry. 
The prenter weight of Southern goods is shown 
by the fact that while only 51¢ per cent. of the 
spindles run in the country arein the South, 
more than 12 per cent. (195,389) of the 1,617,260 
bales manufactured in the whole country was 
used in Southern mills. For some time to 
come the making of heavy yarns and fabrics 
will be found most profitable in this part 
of the country. Neithercostly machinery nor 
highly skilled operative labor is required for 
this class of product, and, ‘though the price is 
less, the advantage given by cheaper power 
and labor and by the low price of the raw 
material which forms the chief element in the 

value of these heavy goods enables the manu- 

facturer to defy the competition of distant 
mills. The multiplication of mills will, of 
rourse, lead to a large inerease in transporta- 
tion facilities. In Georgia there is no lack of 
navigable streams and railroads, The Savan- 
nah, Altamaha, Chattahoochee, Flint, and 

Coosa Rivers are navigable for vari- 
pus distances, from 200 to 400 miles. There are 
?,500 miles of railrozdin the State, penctrat- 
Ing every section, and several important new 

« roads are new in course of construction. 

‘* There are few portions of the State,’”’ says 
Mr. Janes, of the Department of Agriculture, 
‘‘ where a loaded wagon cannot reach the ears, 
flischarge, and return home the same day.” 
In this State, therefore, the problem of trans- 
portation, so far asit as it affects manufac- 
tures, is already solved. Of the profits of 
manufacturing, as shown by many Southern 

. mills, and of some further advantages, I shall

THE SOUTH’S GREAT FUTURE. 
COMMISSIONER LORING TALKING TO THE 
COTTON-GROWERS AT THE EXPOSITION. 
Arianta, Ga., Nev. 2.—The prominent fea- 
ture of the exposition to-day was the assembling 
of the cotton-growers in convention, called by 
Commissioner of Agriculture Loring. The con- 
vention was called to order by Director-General 
Kimball, and Dr. Loring delivered an opening ad- 
firess, which will be of great value to the cotton- 
growing region. The Commirsioner first alluded to 
pur agricultural advancement during the past dec- 
ade asaiso that of American manufacturers, the 
product of the latter increasing during that time 
nearly $20,000,000. The speaker finds that the 
superficial area of the cotton States is 456,079,000 
acres, while the tilled arsa is scareely one-tenth of 
the whole surface. The greatest yield per acre is 


in Louisiaua, and the least. in Ala- 
seg peat jexportaut points in the agriculture 
- of the cotton States may be most rapidly and per- 
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applied to special crops, that is, by the restoration 
of worn out lands by fertilizers near at hand and 
within the reach of all, and tke employment of the 
most skillful labor. 

The Commissioner is of the opinion that with a 
thorough preparation of the land, a judieious use 
of fertilizers where needed, the use of improved 
seed, and careful culture, we shall be able to pro- 
duce an annual crop five vears hence of 8,000,000 
bales. Add to this improved cultivation a 
diversified system of farming, and not onl 
the cotton growing, but the general agricul- 
ture of the South, will have entered upon a 
new and more prosperous era. The agricultural 
capacity of those States whieh have aiways been 
engaged ‘in cultivating the great staple crops of 
our country is immense, blessed with an abundance 
of good soil of every variety, and with a 
climate whose mildness tempts man continually 
torural pursuits. There is hardly any known branch 
of farming into which the South cannot enter 
with every promise of success. Within its borders 
the orange and the olive find their natural home. 
Here lies the sugar belt of our country, as yet half 
occupied and waiting for new capital and labor. 
To millions of its acres belongs the capacity of 
producing the only cotton which _satis- 
fies the demands and necessities of the 
most important manufactures in the world. 
Its corn fields, beyond the reach of frost, hold out 
an unfailiag promise to the cultivator. From the 
shore to the mountain the earth lies ready to pour 
forth abundant harvests. The elevated grazing 
lands of the interior furnish abundant pasturage 
for flooks and herds, which require no shelter 
from the Winter’s cold, while through almost 
7 month of the year nature extends her kindly 
hand and invites man not to a contest with oppos- 
ing forees, but to a friendly alliance in the work of 

reviding comforts and luxuries for all. Dr. Lor- 
pg, in concluding his very able speech, advocated 
the creation of a bureau of manufacturer, mines, 
and miniag and transpertation in connection with 
the Department of Agriculture, and pledged him- 
self to eneourage every industry, to stimulate 
every mental and moral faculty, and to support 
every measure and institution which can aid the 
farmer in his work.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO INTEREST8S—EXAMIN- 


ING THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 2.—An excursion party, 
consisting of the President and Directors and other 
officers of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, a num- 
ber of business men and capitalists of the city, and 
representatives of the press, left here this morning 
on a special train for Johnstown, Penn., to be 
present at the formal opening of the Somerset and 
Cambria Railroad on Thursday. The new road, 45 


miles in length, connects Johnstewn with the 
Pittsburg Division of the Ballimore and Ohio. The 
party, occupying six coaches, will spend to-night at 
Somerset, Pean. During their visit to Johnstown 
the visitors will inspect the mammoth werks of 
the Cambria Steel and Iron Company. 

A meeting and cenference of the committee of 
bondholders of the Marietta and Cincinnati Rail- 
road andrepresentatiyes of the Baltimore and 
Ohio interest was held here yesterday, on the sub- 
ject of a reorganization of the Marietta Road. Af- 
ter a session of eight hours or more, nothing defi- 
nite was decided, and the conference adjourned 
without day. Those present on bebalf of the Bond- 
holders’ Committee were J. B. Dumont, E. R. 
Bacon, and M. Coxe, of New-York; Skipwith :Wil- 
mer, T. Edward Hambleton. and H. Irvine Keyser, 
of Baltimere; W. IT’. McClinteck, of Cincinnati, 
counsel of the Marietta and Cincinnati Company; 
John K. Cowen, counsel of the Baltimore an 
Ohio Company, and others of that corporation.

‘It is absurd,” 
said one of these gentlemen to a Trmgs reporter, 
“to doubt that our road can carry through the 
project of the special train; we can run this train 
and beat the Pennsylvania ‘special’ by an hour’s 
time into Chicago,” The rate of freight remains 
the same on alithe lines. ‘‘ There is absolutely noth- 
ing doing to-day,’ was all the reporter could elicit at 
the Erte offices. ‘‘We are getting our share of 
business, and selling through tickets to Chicago, 
with a choice of routes, for $9." The ong 44 
vania Railroad people are enthusiastic over the 
fast train, and claim she can beat her schedule 
time to Chicago; itis said the train bids fair to 
become a special feature of the road. The war in 
rates seems to affect the dealers in cheap tickets, 
popularly known as scalpers, differently. One firm 
yesterday told a Times reporter that they were 
selling an unusual number of tiekets, while at an 
up-town office the reply was that the “rebate” 
system was “ruining the trade.” These 
tickets, which are mot transferable, ean 
only be sold by the company issuing them. 
thus cutting off all outside dealers. Tickets to 
Chisago, however, by the Erie and connections are 
dealt in, but ata much less profit than when more 
prosperous rates prevailed. ‘‘This thing can’t last 
though,” said a railroad man to Tur Times's report- 
er yesterday; **depend upon it, there has got to be 
a change before long.’”’ There seems to be some 
incredulity in the minds of railroaders as to 
whether the Central Road will make their proposed 
“‘fast train” areality. The train was to make her 
initial trip on Monday of next week, and thus far 
nothing definite can be learned about it.

POTATOES FROM IRELAND. 

The cry of a potato famine in this country 
has occasioned the importation of tons of the genu- 
ine Irish potato to this port, and many barrels of 
them were yesterday displayed at the stores of 
Heard & Co., iu Dey-street, near the North River. 


A Timxs reporter was there informed that in 1876 
and again two years ago potatoes of Irish birth, as 
it were, traveled across the ocean and were freely 
distributed throughout the United States. The 
English dealers, it is said, heard the cry of a potato 
famine raised here this year, and lost no time in 
making shipments of the vegetable to this country. 
It is not claimed at this time by dealers here that 
thero is a searcity of native potatoes, but it is 
said that there are more of themin this City than 
anywhere else. Whiie the American potatoes are 
sold at from $2 50 to $8 a barrel, the product of 
Ireland can be shipped to this country and an 
agreeable profit realized by the dealers who sell 
them at from $2 25to $2.50 a barrel. The Irish 
potato bears a close resemblance to the kind raised 
in America. It is, perhaps, of more solidity, and is 
said to be a rare and enticing dish. On last Mon- 
day 800 bags of them reached this port onthe 
White Star steamer Celtic for Heard & Co. 
Thirty tons were shipped to the same firm 
on the Wisconsin, which was due here yesterday. 
About 50 tons are on their way on the Britannic, 
and more are expected on the Adriatic. The 
greater pene f of these potatoes come from the 
North of Ireland. Hitherto the potato has more 
frequently traveled from American ports to Ire- 
land, and one dealer, while in a humorous mood, 
yesterday, said, *‘ Even the potatoes in Ireland 
cannot live under British rule, and must fly toa 
land of linerty.”’

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SIGNAL SERVICE PROGRESS 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF JHE CHIEF 
SIGNAL OFFICER. 

PROGRESS MADE DURING THE YEAR—THE 
&PECIAL SERVICE FOR THE COTTON BELT 
—POLAR RESEARCH — WARNINGS OF 
FROSTS—EXTENDING THE SCOPE OF THE 
SERVICE, 

Wasuineton, Noy. 2.—Gen. William B. 
Hazen, Chief Signal Officer, has transmitted to the 
Secretary of War his annual report of the opera- 
tions of the Signal Corps for the year 1881. After 
referring briefly to the death of the late Chief Sig- 
nal Officer, Gen. Myer, Gen. Hazen summarizes the 


work accomplished by the Signal Corps as follows: 


“This year has been distinguished by additional 
progress and by decided improvement, which I 
will briefly recite: The establishment, under your 
sanction, of a permanent school of instruction at 
Fort Myer, Virginia; the raising of the standard 
of the personnel of the Signal Corps; the 
systemization of the duties of the Signal Service; 


the preparation of new instructions for ob- 
servers of the service; the preparation 
of new and improved forms. for _ the 


recording and preservatien of meteorological data; 
the preparation of special bulletins for the press, 
containing weather information of public interest; 
the forecasts of weather of hot or cold waves for 
periods excéeding 24 hours; the forecasts of ‘ north- 
ers’ for the interior plateau; the aduption of a 
new sterm signal (the cautionary north-west) for 
the interior lakes; the arrangement for increase 
of river service and wider publication of warnings 
of floods or ice-gorges; the changes and improve- 
ments in the publication of the international bul- 
letin and the monthly weather review, with their 
accompanying charts; the increased information 
added to the farmers’ and to the railway 
bulletins; the organizatien of a service for 
the special benefit of the cotton interests of 
the South; the extension of the special frost 
warning to the fruit interests of the country, the 
investigations into thermometrie standards and 
into barometric standards; the preparation of new 
hygrometric tables eontaining correction for alti- 
tude; the revised determinations of the alti- 
tudes of Signal Service stations, the com- 
putation of monthly constants for the 
reduction of observed barometric  pres- 
sures to sea level; the arrangements for 
original investigation in atmospheric electricity, in 
anemometry and in actinometry, and in the ijast 
subject, especially with reference to the impor- 
tance of solar radiation in agriculture and the ab- 
sorption of the sun’s heat by the atmos- 
phere; the co-operation in an _ expedition 
to the summit ef Mount Whitney, California, 
the determination of problems in_ solar 
physics in meteorology; the preparation 
of conversion tables forthe English and metric 
systems; the co-operation in the dropping of time- 
bails at Signal Service stations; the publication in 
quarto form of special professional papers; the of- 
fering of prizes for essays of great merit on 
meteorological subjects; the organization of State 
weather services; the new investigation of dan- 
ger lines on Western rivers; the organization 
and equipment of two expeditions for meteorologi- 
cal observation and research in the arctic regions 
of America, one to be stationed at Lady Franklin 
Bay, the other at Point Barrow, Alaska, both co- 
operating in this work with asystem of stations 
established in the polar region by international con- 
ference; the establishment of asystem of stations 
of observationin Alaska; the arrangements for 
organizing a Pacific coast weather service; the dis- 
play at the Paris Electrical Exposition; the experi- 
ments for improving newspaper weather charts; 
the increase since June 1 of telegraphic weather 
service, exceeding in value $34,000 per annum, 
without additional expense to the United States, 
and the exteusion and construction of military 
telegraph lines.”’. 

Gen. Hazen then takes up each of the above- 
named subjects and treats it with much fullness. 
Referring to the weather reports and forecasts 
made this year for the first time in the interest of 
cotton-growers, he says: *‘ All the earlier difficulties 
attending the organization of this service were 
speedily and favorably adjusted. 'wo hundred and 
forty-elght auxiliary stations were promised, Ina 
region whose agricultural interests depend to an 
unusual extent on climatic conditions not yet as 
well understood as they should be. Unfortunately, 
Congress did not appropriate the amount care- 
fully estimated as necessary to meet the expenso 
of the inoreased work, and I was unwillingly 
compelled to reduce the number of stations to 
be established to 100, selected from the 248 stations 
promised, which are so situated as to best cover 
the cotton belt. Ivery earnestly hope that Con- 
gress will this year provide the funds necessary for 
a great extension of this special feature of the Sig- 
nal Service, which promises, with a very small ex- 
penditure, such great practical advantages to the 
staple interests of the South.” 

Speaking of the forecasts of the weather sent to 
the press underthe head of “ Indications,” Gen, 
Hiazen says: ‘** In addition, the Chief Signal Officer 
causes to be regularly made, daily, each morning, 
by all officers who are liable for detail in the indl- 
cations division, foreeasts or deductions of the 


weather conditions for the day sueceed- 
ing that for which the forecasts are 
made. If the result of these studies is 


sufficiently successful, indications will in°time be 
issued for all districts for periods of more than one 
day.’’ Special attention, Gen. Hazen, says has been 
given this year to frost warnings, which have 
been telegraphed to New-Orleans for the benefit 
of the sugar interests of Louisiana. These warn- 
ings last Fall and Winter were so useful that the 
Chief Signal Offieer has been encouraged to under- 
take this year, for the first time, similar warnings 
for the benefit of the orange interests of Florida 
and also of the fruit interests at other points ex- 
posed to danger from frosts. 

Upon the subject of international polar research 
Gen. Hazen says: ‘The progress made by this 
ofiice in the study of meteorology has for several 
years past confirmed the conclusion that, owing to 
the very mobile nature of the atmosphere, the 
changes taking place on one portion of the globe— 
especially the arctic zone—quiekly affect regions 
vory distant therefrom. The study of the weather 
in Europe and America cannot be successfully pros- 
ecuted without a daily me of the whole northern 
hemisphere, and the great blank space of the arctic 
region upon our simultaneous international chart 
has long been a subject of regret te meteorologists. 
I was, therefore, pleased to have an opportunity, 
with your permission, to carry out the promises of 
my predecessor, and to co-operate with the Inter- 
national Committee on Polar Research, which has, 
during the past two years, organized a system 
of stations in both the arctic and antarctic re- 
gions. These stations will conduct, simultaneously, 
hourly or bi-hourly observations in meteorology, 
magnetism, and tides, and special observations on 
gravity, auroras, earth currents, earthquakes, &c. 
The general object is to accomplish by observa- 
tions made in coneert at numerous stations such 
additions to our knowledge as cannot be acquired 
by isolated or desultory traveling parties. No 
special attempt will be made at geographical ex- 
ploration, and neither expedition is in any 
sense an attempt to reach the north pole. 
The single object keptin viewisto elucidate the 
phenomena of the weather, and the magnetic 
needle as they occur in Ameriea and Europe, by 
means of observations taken in the region where 
the most remarkable disturbances seem to have 
their origin. Two north polar stations have been 
established by the Signal Service this year—one, 
under command of Lieut. Greely, at Lady Frank- 
lin Bay, in latitude: 81° 40’ north, longitude 64° 30/ 
west, and one, under Lieut. Ray, at Point Barrow, 
on the northern const of Alaska.”’ 

“The total number of stations‘ of observation in 
operation June 30, 1881, within the territory of the 
United States and maintained for the Signal Ser- 
vice was 296. Reports are also received from wW 
additional stations established by the authorities 
of the Dominion of Canada; also from one at 
St. John, Newfoundland, and one at York Factory, 
British America. The average cost of maintain- 
ing each full station of observation during the 
year, exclusive of the cost of telegraphing re- 
nerve and the pay and maintenance of the en- 

isted men on duty at each, has been $336 73, a 
soaseaer. since the preceding year of $45 55 per 
station.” .

A NEW HEBREW ORPHAN ASYLUM. 
The specifications for a building to be occu- 
pied by the Hebrew Benevolent and Orphan Asy- 
lum were filed in the Bureau of Inspection of Build- 


ings yesterday. The structure, which is to accom- 
modate 600 children, isto be on the west side of 
Tenth-ayeaue, between One Hundred and Thirty- 
sixth and One Hundred and Thirty-eighth streets, 
and will extend’ to the Boulevard. It will have a 
frontage of 280 feet and a depth of 128 feet. Part 
of it will be four stories and the remainder three. 
The height of the former will be 62 feet and of the 
latter 54. A spire in the building will reach an alti- 
tude of 104 feet. A boiler-house one-story high, 40 
by 40 feet, containing three boilers, will furnish 
the heat. The cost of the two structures will be 
$250,000, exclusive of the land. Brick and stone 
will be used in the construction of the buildings.

ANNUAL SESSION OF THE GENERAL MISSION- 
ARY COMMITTEE. 

The annual session of the General Missionary 
Committee of the Methodist Episcopal Church be- 
gan yesterday in the mission rooms, at No. 805 
Broadway. The committee consists of all the 
Bishops of the Church, the Rev. Drs. John M. Reid 
and Charles H. Fowler, Corresponding Secretaries 
of the Missionary Society; John M. Phillips, Treas- 





urer, and the Rev. Dr. John M. Wal- 
den, of Cincinnati, Assistant Treasurer of 
the society; one representative from eaeh 


of the 12 mission districts into which the Methodist 
Church is divided, and 12 members, appointed by 
the Board of Managers of the socieiy, from this 


City. Nearly all of the members were present. 
Bishop Harris presided at the morning session, and 
the Rey. Dr. John M. Reid was elected Secretary, 
and the Rev. Dr. John M. Walden Financial Secre- 
tary. A letter from Bishop Scott, Senior Bishop of 
the Church, was read, excusing his absence on ac- 
count of extreme feebleness and almost entire 
inability to move. The Rey. Dr. Charles V. 
Anthony, of the California Conference, the 
Rey. Dr. W. H. Olin. of the Wyoming Conferense, 
and Mr. J. B. Cornell, of this City, were appointed 
to prepare for the minutes a memorial of the late 
Bishop Haven, and then Mr. John M. Phillips pre- 
sented the Treasurer’s report of the Missionary So- 
ciety for the yoar ending Oct. 81 Inst. Thisshowed 
total receipts for the year of $625,683 89, as against 
$557,371 14 for the previous year, the increase 
being $68,292 75. Of the receipts £292,652 76 came 
from Eastern Conferences, and $233,011 13 was col- 
lected in the Western Conferences. The disburse- 
ments during the year amounted to $648,084 82, of 
which 2822,636 26 was given to missions in foreign 
countries. The total net indebtedness of the 
Treasury was $104,422 64. Thoincrease of receipts 
for the year was $68,292 75, while $18,870 93 was 
added to the debt. 

At the afternoon session Bishop Foster took the 
chair, and the real work of the meeting wasibegun,. 
This is the making of appropriations of missionary 
money for the year 1882 to the various foreign and 
home missions of the Church. During a long dis- 
cussion it was proposed to make the total 
appropriation $625,000, $650,006, $665,000, and 
$675,000. It was finally decided to spend $875,000 
on missions next year, and then the committee ad- 
— to meet again to-day. The sessions will 

To-day the committee wi.l con- 
va nat the sums to be appropriated for each foreign 
mission. 


AMERICAN MISSIONARY WORK. 
PES ODE, 
DISCUSSIONS IN THE CONVENTION IN SES- 
SION AT WORCESTER. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 2.—In the session 
of the American Missionary Society to-day, the 
Committee on the Revision of the Constitution 
mace its report. The principal changes recom- 
mended are to omit the evangelical clause from the 
requirement formembership and to doaway with 
the annual membership fee. Action on the matter 
Was postponed until to morrow. Addresses were 
made by Richard Wright, of Augusta, Ga.; Presi- 
dent E. H. Fairchild, of Berea College, Kentucky; 
the Rey. Dr. Straieby, of New-York, and President 
E. A. Ware, of Atlanta, Ga., on Southern work in 
its various phases. At the afternoon session Gen. 


O. O. Howard spoke of the special needs of the as- 
sociation. Gen. Armstrong, of Hampton Insti- 
tute, read the Indian report, in whieh the 
committee recommends that the association 
continue to edueate the Indians at their 
homes and in the schools of the South, and to urge 
the Government to educate and raise them to citi- 
zenship. Capt. R. H. Pratt, who has charge of the 
Government Indian children at Carlisle Barracks, 
Pennsylvania, addressed the meeting, and advo- 
eated the general education of Indian children. 
The report on Church work was read by the Rev. 








Cyrus Hamlin, of Middlebury College, after 
which that gentlemsa made an _ address. 
The Rev. J. E. Roy, of Atlanta, Ga, a 


field missionary of the assoeiation, also made an 
address. The Rev. Charies T. Collins, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and the Rey. J. R, Thurston, of Whit- 
insville, Mass., reported and made addresses on 
educational work. 

At the evening session the Rev. Dr. Lewis O. 
Broston, Prof. Northup, of Yale College, and Sena- 
tor Hoar made addresses on Christian education in 
the South. The sessions were all fairly attended, 
a wide-spread interest having been aroused on ac- 
count of appeals for assistance to educate the 
colored people and Indians. The meetings will 
close Thursday evening with addresses by M. H. 
Buckham, Henry D. Hyde, and John B. Gough.

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LOCAL POLITICAL WORK 


MEETING OF THE REPUBLIOAN 
CENTRAL OLUB. 

THE CANDIDATES TO BE SUPPORTED AT THE 
COMING ELECTION— THE MACHINE 
SEVERELY CRITIOISED BY EX-JUDGE 
DITTENHOEFER. 


A meeting of the Republican Central.Club 
was held in Clarendon Hall last evening to consider 
what course that club should pursue at the ap- 
proaching election. Mr. Sheridan Shook presided. 
Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer stated that the committee 
appowhted at a previous meeting toreportona 
ticket to be supported by the members of the club 
had carefully considered the matter and had di- 
rected him to report in tavyor of the following- 
named candidates: For Surrogate, Daniel G. Rol- 
lins; for District Attorney, Georga H. Forster; for 
one of the Judges of the Marine Court, S. Burdett 
Hyatt; for Coroner, Dr. Philip Merkle; for Alder- 
men at Large, Robert B. Roosevelt and Robert 
Hall. The committee, the Judge remarked, had 
concluded to name but one Judge of the Marine 
Court, leaving the members of the organization 


perfectly free to make their own selec- 
tion as to the other one. As to the 
Aldermen at Large, Judge Dittenhoefer ae ed 
criticised the Republican machine cenyention for 
not nominating four candidates instead of two. He 
believed that, with the divisions in the Democratic 
Party in this City, the Republicans had a reasona- 
ble chance of electing four Aldermen at Large, 
providing good men were put up. But the ma- 
chine dared not put up four candidates for fear 
their pets, Frederick Finek and John McClave, 
would fail to be elected. The latter, however, 
could not be called the people’s representatiyes, 
for they represented two different bosses and not 
any respectable portion of the people. Mr. Finck, 
the Judge said, would take his commission from 
John J. O’Brien, and Mr. McClave would take his 
commission from Joel W. Mason. It was well 
known that the great strength of the Republican 
machine in New-York reposed in the Board of Al- 
dermen and was nursed and perpetuated by cor- 
rupt dickers with the Tammany and Anti-Tam- 
many factions.

THE DEMOCRATIO FACTIONS. 
TAMMANY ANGRY BECAUSE MR. M’KEON HAS 
NOT PAID AN ASSESSMENT. 

Tammanyites expressed dissatisfaction yes- 
terday when it became noised among them that 
John McKeon, the candidate of the united Demoe- 
racy for District Attorney, has not paid any assess- 
ment tothe organization, and that in a general way 
he displays an evident desire not to seek the society 


of its members. Some went so far as to say 





that it was scarcely possible that Mr. . Me- 
Keon, after 19 years of exhibitions of 
bitterness toward John Kelly, had beeceme 


fully reconciled to ‘their nonored leader,” not- 
withstanding the fact that Mr. Kelly first nemi- 
nated Mr. McKeon. ‘‘ What are you goingto do 
about it? was the question which was naturally 
enongh put to these mortified Democrats, and the 
reply was that election day might tell astory that 
would not be pleasant to Mr. McKeon’s ears. The 


Tammanyites who talked in this manner said that 
they desired to know whether Mr. McKeon ex- 
pected that the organization would defray the 
expense of printing his baliots unléss money 
was contributed by him forthe purpose. Reports 
of the discontent and of the implied threats of 
Tawmanyites reached the County Democracy’s 
head-quarters in West Twenty-fourth-street. It 
was there said that upon the part of this faction 
there had been no intention to assess Mr. McKeon 
for election expenses. Of his own volition he sent 
them $2,500 to pay for printing. Severnl of the 
leaders of the County Democracy said that they 
would make it their business to find out whether 
Tammanyites intend to do anything toward secur- 
ing the defeat of Mr. McKeon next Tuesday.

Among them were ex-Mayor Cooper, Augustus 
Schoonmaker, the Democracy’sjeandidate for Asso- 
ciate Judge af the Court of Appeals; Corporation 
Counsel William C. Whitney, Commissioner Hu- 
bert O. Thompson, County Clerk William A. But- 
ler, Commissioner of Jurors George Caulfield, Col, 
Emanuel B. Hart, Col. John Tracy, and Water Pur- 
veyer Daniel O'Reilly.

SEEBACHER’S REMARKABLE LETTER. 
WHY HZ VOTED AGAINST THE REDUCTION 
OF ELEVATED RAILROAD FARES. 

The contest between Senator Jacob See- 
bacher and ex-Assemblyman Thomas F. Grady in 
the Sixth Senatorial District is becoming more ex- 
citing as the day of election approaches, and the 
public meetings held in the interests of either of 
the candidates are attended by large numbers who 
shout or laugh until they beeome exhausted. See- 
bacher is the County Democracy’s candidate, and 
Grady is the nominee of both Tammany and Irving 
Halls. Seebacher’s vote against the reduction of 
the fare on the elevated railroadsis made the text 


ef some of Grady’s sermons, and “the golden- 
tongued orator’ israpidiy gaining reeruits from 
Seebacher’s army. Grady has the advantage over 
Seebacher in being able to deliver an interesting 
and stirring speech. Seebacher has never essayed 
the réle of a public speaker. His most familiar 
utterance is, however, “I’lltake the same what I 
had before.’’ Grady, in his speeches, introduces a 
letter which Seebacher wrote from the Senate last 
year to one.of his anxious constituents in the Sixth 
Senatorial District, and prefaces the reading of it 
by explaining that in 1879 Seebacher voted in 
tho Assembly for the passage of the bill re- 
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ducing the fares on the elevated roads to 
5 cents. In 1880, Grady continues, Seebacher, 
in the Senate, voted against a similar 


bill. Grady shows that Seebacher’s story that John 
Kelly forced him to vote against the bill is not 
borne out by facts, as the following unique letter, 
punctuation and all, will show. The reading of 
this letter creates uproarious laughter at See- 
bacher’s expense, and the Senator gnashes his teeth 
and raves because he cannot get possession of it. 
The letter is as follows: 


MARCH 23, 1880. 
FRIEND Eppy: In reply to yours I would state thatI 
am sorry you have had so much fighting on account 

of my vote on the Elevated Railroad bill. Now, m 

dear Eddy, let me give you a few minor reasonts whic 
eontrolled my vote. 1 would represent an up-town 
district my vute might have been different, but rep- 
resenting an east side district, as Ido, and trying to 
represent the people honestly, without fear or favor, 
(and no matter what bad people may say.) In the first 
place it would entirely depopnlate the district, and by 
this depopulation it would surely injure business and 
would, in time, entirely destroy the same. You no 
doubt remember when our peopie cried for the redue- 
tion of ferriage, well the result was that Grand-street 
ferry closed, and fruined the business in that street 
and vicinity, in my district, now to over 50 per 
cent., and the neighborhood has not entirely re- 
covered from the effects yet. I voted against this re- 
duction in the Assembly in 1878. The next is this, in 
the first place the elevated roads are not receiving 
more than seven cents now, two-thirds of their re- 
ceipts are five-cent fares, as you and every sensible 
man Will admit, that they carry as many passengers 
for tive cents as they do for ten, [ mean. the few hours 
in the morning, and the few hours in the evening, and, 
these hours it seems to me will relieve the Mechanic 
& Laborer. Now, if these roads would not charge ten 
cents, during the day at which time the wealthy class, 
rides, they could not or would not charge five cents, 
during the hours above mentioned. It is the rieh 
people residing up-town in ‘‘ Brown Stone Fronts €c” 
ownlng Real Estate up-town and unpopuiated and 
unimproved property, are the ones objecting to, 
ten cents fare for the reason stated, im tho 
beginning of my lJerter. They are willing to give all 
facilities for Peopie to move and work up-tlown cer- 
tainly it would euhance their Real Nstate uptown and 
take all busivess and lower Real Estate Gown town 
and East Side. The next you must look at this, twen- 
ty-three Senators and Men of high standing &c. voted 
against *his bill, and only seven in favor and a few of 
these seven, voted for it, just out of merely personal 
friendship to Senator Astor, Of most allof the twen- 
ty-three voting against the bili you could hear them 
state their reasons as following: * First, that it is un- 
constitutional, and the Road’s charter allow, them, to 
eharge even more than ten cents anil their charter 
must be respected as it is a contract between the 
State and the People. The State ought to carry out 
their contracts as well and the saime as it asked for 
you &lor anybody eise, the next is, If the elevated 
roads were compeilead to carry passengers for five 
cents, tt would compelevery surface roadin New- 
York City toreduce its fare to threg cents, Now you can, 
or the noisy people, who speak without thinking, un- 
dertake to say that the surface roads, could exist or 
pay expenses from Three cent fare ? No, certainly not, it 
would be the ruination of every one of them, it would 
compel them to sell their rails for old iron. and the 
balance of their equipments, at auction, or reduce 
the wages of Conduciors Drivers, & ali other em- 
tilavags to about from fifty to seventy-five cents per 





day. That would be the result and would not, that be 
fine wages, for working Conductors, Drivers &c ? 
Doyou think the State would be aeting honorabiy, 
by chartering these roads and by chartering 

@ same, guarantees the Public of their safety, 
by investing &c, and then breaks their con- 
tract tp making all bankrupt, who invested ? 
Suppose yon was an Executive or Guardian 
of two or three minor orphan children, whose parents 
left them say $10,000, for their benefit, and you (in 
good faith) invest this amount (for the childrens ben- 
efit}in surface railroad Bonds and then by an Act of 
the Legislature, make them valueless, what then? 
And besides the surface roads are of just as 
much necessity as the elevated, Certainly I 
can easily hear some of the arguments, for 
with some people, who cannot look any further than 
from one corner to another, ridicule and impune a 
Representative’s motives &c, for the purpose, of hear- 
ing themselves talk &c, in many instances. The New- 
York Herald who was the advocate of five cent, fare, 
came to the conclusion, advising every member to 
vote as I did, for the reason that the elevated roads, 
would carry the case to the Courts and the re- 
sult, probably would be, ten cents, at all times, 
and all hours, and that they might only run 
two or three trains a day from 59th-street Up. How 
much relief would that have been for the people? 
Such newspapers as the “Star,” ‘“‘Truth,” and 
* News,” upon examining the advert sement colums of 
these newspapers, you will find that the Elevated 
Roads do not advertise. 

So you see thereis more, in this whole matter, than 
what a person hears from some aimless, sane GOess 
ing, people. In short, I vote and represent the people 
of my district honestly and for their best Interests 
only, and fear no political or newspaper cXques. 

In reference to the balance of your letter, I will an- 
swer when I see you personally.

RUMORED TREACHERY OF A REPUBLI- 
CAN POLITICIAN, _ 


Defeated in their attempt to secure an in- 
dorsement of the Ring ticket by the Jeffersonian 
organization, Boss McLaughlin’s adherents In that 
body have adopted another plan for securing an 
indorsement which they hope may have weight 
with independent Democrats. A meeting is to be 
heid in the Academy of Music to-morrow, at which 
a number of the Boss’s followers who have figured 
as Jeffersonians will’ appear in the réle of har- 
monizers and publicly swallow the ring ticket 
entire. Much amusement was created yesterday 
among politicians of all shades by the nimble- 
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ness with which the ring organ jumped 
into Hine at the command of Kingsley and 
McLaughlin. Ina feeling way it says: ‘*The man 


who is not open to some sort of pressure on the 
side of his self-interest is an exceptional being.” It 
expresses its solemn belief in the sincerity of Boss 
McLaughlin’s letter of abdication and administers 
a mild rebuke, as foilows, to the Jeffersonians who 
refused to be fooled at the meeting on Tuesday 
night: 

“While Mr. McLaughlin’s letter was not received in 
® generous spirit by his oppovents, it will not be with- 
out its effect on the voters. It will make friends for 
ome among those who have been bitterly opposed to 

lim.” 

In the Zagie of May 30, 1880, when Boss Mc- 
Laughlin talked for about the twentieth time of 
going out of politics, this comment was made: 

‘*In this relation wo desire to aay that the individu- 
al who has made the sacrifice of Demoeratic patronage 
unavoidable must continue to run his machine. There 
isno person going to be humbugged by any talk of 
withdrawing or resigning. if he is not as much cow- 
ard ashe ls blackguard hoe will keep identified with 
his tools and test the merit of the alliance at the 
polls. He will do a certain injustice to himself if, 
after figuring so conspicuously in the réie of the bully, 
he resorts to the practice of the sneak.” 

Now that the organ has been whipped into line it 
pretends to believe that the Boss’s abdication is sin- 
eere. Whatever McLaughlin means to doin the 
future, he has not yet abdivated. He sat in the in- 
nerroom atthe Democratic head-quarters yesterday 
receiving his followers, who were admitted in 
turn, and giving personal directions as to the con- 
duct of Mayor Howell’s campaign. All the Boss’s 
hopes are bound up in the success of Howell, and, 
although he refused to alter his slate at 
the request of the ‘ Jeffersonians, there is 
reason to believe that he does not very much con- 
cern himself about the election of the other candi- 
dates on the ticket, exceptin the ease of the very 
small ward politician whom he has selected as the 
nominee for Supervisor at Large. That office is 
important in the Boss's eyes, because its new in- 
cumbent will have much to say in the appoint- 
ment of the Charities Commissioners, and the con- 
sequent control of immense patronage. Kings- 
ley, the other member of the political firm, looks 
after. the lesser nominees. The ring organ 
yesterday boldiy indorsed the ring nominee 
for Sheriff, insisting that he had been nominated 
in the “good old-fashioned Demoeratic way.’ 
The young Republicans,were lectured on their way 
of conducting the campaign, and a number of iet- 
ters were published anonymously insidiously at- 
tacking Mr. Low. It is not probable, however, 
that any of these devices will suceeed. The Demo- 
cratic campaignis made up in equal parts of crow 
eating and defense of the Democratic candidates. 
The Republican campaign, on the contrary, is ag- 
gressive. They have strong candidates and 
a clear issue which appeals to every lover 
of good government with which to go to 
the people. The methods of canvassing are 
quite as different as the candidates. Mayor How- 
ellis making whatis known as “ a gin-mill cam- 
paigu,’’ going from liquor store to liquor store 
treating crowds of young mena to whisky and other 
intoxicating drinks. On Tuesday evening he went 
into a factory in Williamsburg, the head of which 
is one of his intimate friends. He was introduced 
to the foremen of the different departments, and 
gave each one of them a ten-dollar bill to treat the 
workmen with after they had quit work for 
the day. fHoweil’s estimate of the working 
man is tbat his vote can be purchased fora drink 
of whisky. Mr. Low works all day and a great 
part of the night addressing the people, and mak- 
ing appeals to their reason and intelligence. He, 
too, Visits factories, but he doesn’t offer to buy the 
workmen liquor in exchange for their votes. He 
asks them to yote for him because it is to their in- 
terest to have economical government, lighter 
taxes, and thereby greater opportunity for the re- 
> employment by capital of labor of all 
kinds. 

There has been arumor in circulation for some 
days that a Republican politician, whose speech at 
the meeting of the city convention which nom- 
inated Mr. Low is being printed as an advertise- 
traent inthe papers and circulated in circular form 
by Mayor Howell as a campaign document, is sell- 
ing out Mr. Low because that gentleman would 
notenterinto any ante-election bargains, but as 
yet it is only a rumor. The matter, however, is 
being closely investigated and if proof of treachery 
is discovered the person in question will be fully 
exposed. He will not have an opportunity to deliv- 
er his stabs in the back, if he delivers them at ail, 
on election day. 

A majority of the men composing the Jefferson- 
ian organization intend to meet to morrow in the 
Music Hall on Flatbush-avenue for the purpose of 
indorsing the candidacy of Mr. Low. Other en- 
couraging signs are coming to the knowledge of 
the Republican Campaign Committees every day. 
Mr. Schroeder, the Chairman of the Citizens’ Cam- 
paign Committee, said the prospects of Mr. Low's 
election were becoming hourly brighter, and Mr. 
Leaycraft, the Chairman of the Republican Cam- 
paign Committee, expressed a similar opinion. 

At a meeting held in the Music Hall last night, 
and attended by about 2,000 citizens, the whole Re- 
publican ticket was indorsed. Ex-Mayor Booth 
presided, and speeches were made by Seth Low.

PARK DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS, 
INATTENTIVE BRIDGE-TENDERS AND LAZY 
DAY LABORERS. 

“*If the show was unsatisfactory your money 
will be refunded at the. door as you pass out,” said 
Commissioner MacLean, turning to the reporters at 
the conclusion of a protracted meeting of the 
Commissioners of Public Parks yesterday. During 
the meeting the conduct of the employes of the 
Third-avenue bridge was discussed, and a letter 
was read from the New-York and New-England 
Railroad complaining that the eompany’s boats 
were unnecessarily detained, and that the bridge- 


tenders were inattentive to their duty. 

Commissioner MacLean—I know that they are 
not over-civil, as 1 found out one morning when I 
went up to the bridge about 5 o’clock. 

Commissioner Olliffe spoke of the bad condition 
of the bridge, and Commissioner Wales said: 
“Seven years ago it was estimated that it would 
cost $8,000,000 to put it in order, There is no doubt 
but that there was a big job jn that bridge; every- 
body knows that. Besides, the engine is not large 
gnough to do the work required of it.” 

The dismissal of laborers for laziness was re- 
ported, and Commissioner MacLean took oceasion 
to detail some of his own observations. While 
making a personal inspection he saw an empty 
wagon waiting to be filled. He asked some idle 
men standing near why they did not fill it, and 
they replied that they belonged to another gang. 

Commissioner Wales said that half the men em- 
ae ge by the Department of Public Parks weuid 

ake no other work. They would not take a job 
on a contract because they would be obliged to 
labor too hard. He believed the present Superin- 
tendent of Parks to be the best man that could be 
seeured. ‘ Give him men and tell him what to do 
and he will make them work.’”’ At the end of the 
discussion a resolution was adopted giving the Su- 
perintendent the power to summarily suspend. 

After some discussion the “ticket system” of 
employing laborers was abolished, and a resolution 
was adopted that men desiring work on the south 
side of the Harlem River should apply at the office 
of the department in Union-square Wednesday 
mornings, and on the north side at the office in 
the annexed district Saturday mornings. 

Commissioner Wales—The ticket system put men 
into the department totally unfit for their places. 
Tickets have been even given to men asskilled me- 
chanics who knew nothing about the trades that 
they pretended to be adepts in. 

Commissioner Olliffe—We can’t get good me- 
chanics, as we have not the meney to pay them. 
When we do find a good man he leaves us as soon 
as he can obtain another place. 

Commissioner Wales—I, of course, am as likely 
to be imposed on as any one. 

Commissioner Lane—I have onlymade four ap- 
pointments sinee May, and the reflections are on 
yourself and the other Commissioners. 

Commissioner Wales—I am willing to accept 
them, and I desire to correct the evil. 

Commissioner Lane—All my men have been put 
out of the depariment. 

Commissioner Wales—I am sorryfor you, Mr. 
Commissioner. 

Despite the protests of Commissioner Lane that 
it was unnecessary, a motion by Commissioner 
MacLean was adopted instructing the Committee 
on Accounts to iook over the records as far back 
as 1870, and to pay particular attention to licenses 
and the disposition of property purchased of a Mr. 
Stetson, for which $11,963 67 was paid. Commis- 
sioner Lane said the books were examined during 
Mayor Cooper’s term. 

William Vanvalkenburgh, the Clerk of the 
department, was made Property Clerk, and_ in- 
structed to ascertain whether gas was used by 
licenses of the department without the authority 
of the Commissioners. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 
DISCUSSING THE EMPLOYMENT OF PUPILS 
BY TEACHERS. 

There was a full attendance at the meeting 
of the Board of Education yesterday, President 
Stephen A, Walker in the chair. City Superintend- 
ent John Jasper reported that the total number of 
cases investigated by the Agents of Truancy in Oc- 
tober was 982. Of this number 282 children were 
reported as truants and 28 as non-attendants. They 
were placed in school. The appeal of Mrs. C. A. 
Morgan from the action of the Trustees of the Fif- 
teenth Ward, transferring her from the position of 
fifth assistant in the male department of Grammar 
School No. 10 to that of twenty-second assistant in 
the male department of Grammar School No. 85, 
was sustained. This was because the transfer was 


not concurred in in writing by a majority of the 
{Inspectors of the Fifth School District, as required 
py law. The Trustees were directed to restore her 
to her former position and salary as fifth assistant 
In the male department of Grammar Scheol No. 10. 
A report of the Committee on By-laws, Elections, 


and Qualifications was presented, recommending | 


Bn amendment to the by-laws relative to the em- 
loyment of pupils in other than school duties. 
he report gave rise to considerable debate. School 

Inspector J. J. Thomson, of the Sixth Scheol Dis- 


trict, made a complaint some time ago to the | 


board in regard to the employment of pupils in 
other than school duties, stating that they 
were sometimes called upon to. verform 
menial services. It was found aiter care- 
ful investigation by the Committee on By- 
laws, &e., that the school laws had been vio- 
lated to a certain extent by the employment of 
pupils by teachers as messengers and for menial 
work of a light character. A resolution was there- 
fore offered by the sommittee to amend the by- 
iaws so that a fine of * not less than five nor more 
than thirty days’ pay” should be imposed on any 
Principal, teacher, school officer, or other 
person who should request or allow. any 
pupil to perform, ‘during school hours 
or in or around the school premises, work 
of any kind” on behalf of such persons, 
“‘except ordinary class duties, such as are pre- 
scribed in the course of study” by the board. 
In the discussion it appeared that during the inves- 
tigation it had been discovered that children had 
ran on small errands for teachers, and that in some 
instances female pupils had washed a cup or dish 
for their teachers after their lunch, ard had 
brought them a glass of water, &c. Commissioner 
Donnelly was opposed to the passage of 
the resolution. If such action was taken 
the pupils would nave the power. to 
annoy _ their teachers, and they had 
robably too many chances to do so now under 
he regulations of the department. He thought 
that no amendment to the by-laws in regard to 
this matter was necessary. Commissioner Craw- 
ford thought that the by-law in force covered the 
ground, and the resolution was not required. Com- 
missioner Flynn said that the performance of 
menial duties by puplls down town made no trou- 
bie for teachers, but it was a different matter up 
town. It was there that most of the complaints 
against teachers came from. Commissioner Wick- 
ham believed that it was not right to fine a teacher 
from five to thirty days’ pay fer asking or allowing 
a child to perform a kindly service if the child was 
willing, and he thought that such matters should 
be left to the teacher’s discretion. Atall events a 
rebuke from the authorities was all that was ne- 
essary. He moved to lay the resolution on the 
table, and it wastabled. The meeting soon after 
adjourned.

NORTH CAROLINA BONDHOLDERS, 


An informal meeting of holders of certain 


orth Carolina bonds to discuss the propriety of 
resorting to legal measures to compel that State to 
recognize her own indebtedness was held in the 
Astor House yesterday afternoon. Half a dozen 


gentlemen, representing $500,000 worth of the 
bonds—special tax bonds they are called—were 
present. Police Justice Flammer was appoint- 
ed Chairman, and Mortimer Hendricks Secretary. 
The bonds, it was stated, were issued immediately 
after the war as State aid to certain railroads, and 
were divided into three classes: On class 1 no 
interest was ever paid. On class 2 one installment 
was paid, and on class 3 two installments. 
About $13,000,000 of the bonds were issued, and 
were readily takon up by Northerners at $85 and 
$90. To provide for paying their interest a special 
¥4X was imposed by tae State, hence the name now 
»pplied to the bonds. Some years ago the 
Btate Gebt of North Carolina was reorganized, 
und these bonds, while not exactly repudiated, were 
not included m the new list of indebtedness. The 
ponds have depreciated in value, until to-day they 
ire selling at $10, with fow purchasers at that figure. 
Heretofore there has been no relief for this class of

CONVERTING THE INDIANS. 
PECULIAR METHODS ADOPTED BY A BISHOP 
AND A MISSIONARY. 

A controversy has been going on for several 
years between the Right Rev. William H. Hare, 
Protestant Episcopal Missionary Bishop of the 
Diocese of Niobrara, and the Rev. Samuel D. Hin- 
man, who was formerly a missionary priest in that 
diocese. The Nev. Mr. Hinman is now suing Bishop 
Hare in the Supreme Court here, seeking $25,000 


damages. He charges Bishop Hare with having 


maliciously libeled him. The circumstances out of 
which this bitter controversy grew are peculiar. 


Mr. Hinman was fer 17 yearsa missionary among 
the Santee Indians. Bishop Hare suspended him 
from duty in March, 1878, and he demanded a trial 
by his fellow-clorgymen. An ecclesiastieal court 
was instituted to try him, but it never did the 
work for which {it was erected. Mr. Hinman 
then published a paper, in which he attacked 
Bishop Hare bitterly, denouncing him for his man- 
ner of managing the Diocese of Niobrara and his 
conduct in suspending the writer from the exercise 
of his clerical functions. Bishop Hare answered 
this pamphlet with one in which he defended him- 
self from the charges of Mr. Hinman, and asserted 
that he suspended the latter because he had 
acquired such a bad reputation that his 
presence in the missionary field was rath- 
er detrimental than beneficial to the cause 
of religion. He detailed what he had been told by 
many persons about Mr. Hinman, and most of the 
charges were of a revolting charaeter. The state- 
ments in Bishop Hare’s pamphiet are the basis of 
this suit for libel. In his defense Bishop Hare al- 
leges that he issued his pamphlet to protect his 
personal and official character and out of a sense 
of duty to his Church. 

A motion was recently made before JudgePotter,in 
Supreme Court,Chambers, on behalf of Mr. Hinman, 
for a commiszion to examine witnesses in the West. 
The motion was granted yesterday. In his opinion 
Judge Poiter says: **The action is for libel grow-

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THE FIRE COMPANIES. 
BAD OUTLOOK FOR MANY OF THE 
LOOAL OFFICES. 

Fire underwriters are in the blues. From 
almost every section of the country they are re- 
ceiving reports of large fires. In this vicinity, too, 
the recent destruction of the Fourth-Avenue Rail- 
road stables, Morrell’s building, Wechsler, Abra- 
ham & Co.’s dry goods store, Brooklyn, and Mayer 
& Bachman’s brewery, on Staten Island, have 
swelled the losses of the insurance companies 


enormously. Had these and other recent losses 


occurred earlier in the year company managers 
would not feel so uneasy as many of them 
now do. In that event they would have 
had perhaps sufficent time and good luck to repair 
their reverses, As itis, nothing save an extraordi- 
nary or unprecedented abatement in fire losses 
during the remaining two months of the year can 
prevent a woeful exhibition of results on the next 
day of annual accounting. It is currently reported 
on the street that 11 local companies are willing 
to sell out and retire from business. The chief dif- 
ficulty in the way of these companies disposing of 
their interests is that each of them desires, as a 
condition of ‘sale, that their officers shall be 
provided for by the purchasers. Among under- 
writers the chief topic’discussed yesterday was the 
effect which the condition of the business would 
have on the action of the foreign companies which 
have been arranging for the establishment of 
branen offices in this country. 

A Times reporter had a conversation yesterday 
with Robert Lewis, manacerof the Alliarice Assu- 
rance Company, of England—one of the oldest and 
largest institutions inthe world. Mr. Lewis said 
that he had come to this country’ armed with au- 
thority to establish a branch office. His Directors, 
however, were exceedingly conservative men. ‘My 
notion when I came here several weeks ago,’’ said 
Mr. Lewis, *‘ was to establish our business ona large 
scale. I thought it would be a good plan to ap- 
point managers for the various sections of the 
country, each reporting to a General Man- 
ager or _ Superintendent in this City. But 
I find in the present condition of the 
business this plan would be too costly—that is, 
the probable immediate results would not, in 
my judgment, justify the outlay. 1 may add 
that I have concluded first to report to my Di- 
rectors the condition of the underwriting business 
here before making any appointments or adopting 
any plan. I shall, however, recommend the com- 
pany to begin a restricted business herp in January 
next—that is, to appoint a manager in Phis City and 
agents in about 100 principal cities and towns.”

MICHABL HACKETT'S TRIAL. 

The trial of Michael. Hackett for the murde? 
of his wife Marian, at One Hundred and Thirtieth 
street and Tenth-avenue, on May 11, was con 
tinued before Judge Cowing, in the General Ses 
sions, yesterday. The prisoner was recalled, and 
exhibited the coat worn by him on the night of the 
shooting for the purpose of showing where the 
pocket had been torn by his wife in her efforts ta 
obtain possession of his pistol. Capt. Thomas 
Beatty, Sergt. Louis Flock, and Foreman Charles 
A. Johnson, of the Park Department, testified that 
Hackett, while a Park policeman. was a sober, 
trustworthy officer. His wife, they stated, was a 
woman of violent temper, who had ao pro: 
yoked him into quarrels. J. Wesley Hopkins, en- 
gineer in a foundry in which Haekett had been 
employed, and John Casey, who boarded with the 
deceased, gave similar testimony. The prisoner's 
oldest daughter, Lilly, was then called, and she 
testified that her little sister, Florence—the princi- 
pal witness for the prosecution—told her that sie 
had not seen the shooting, having become fright- 
ened and run away after the first shot was fired. 
Her sister, she also said, had told her that the 
women living in the locality where her parents 
lived had talkea so much to her about the shooting 
that she scarcely knew what she was saying. The 
evidence on both sides having closed, Mr. Louis J, 
Grant summed up for the prisoner and Assistant 
District ange Beecher for the prosecution 
Judge Cowing will charge the jury to-day.

WHEELOCK BROUGHT FROM EUROPE. 
Detective Cosgrove, of Inspector Byrnes’ 


staff, arrived from Europe yesterday in the steam.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
eates for to-day, in this region, generally cloudy 
weather and rain, southerly to westeriy winds, 
falling, followed by rising, barometer, and lower 
temperature during the night. 


It is announced that the attorneys for the 
Government in the star route cases will be 
in court this morning, ready to go on with 
the arguments relating to proceeding by in- 


formation. Thus far the defendants have 
managed to secure all the prestige which 
alertness and sharp practice could gain for 
them. They have more than once ap- 
peared to be clamoring for an instant 
dispensation of justice in their behalf. 
The prosecution, unfortunately, have not 
slways responded as readily as might 
have been wished. It remains to be seen 
if the defense, after all their importunity, 
will consent that the matter shall be pushed 
forward without longer delay. As the pro- 
ceedings to be begun to-day are only pre- 
liminary, being a discussion of the right to 
proceed in the star route cases by informa- 
tion, it is evident that the actual trial of the 
accused persons is yet a long way off. 

As was to be expected, the remarkably 
tandid and “‘ unofficial’’ utterances of Gen. 
HorRwsBot, United States Minister to Peru, 
have encouraged a belief in many South 
American communities that our Government 
will interfere with force between Peru and 
Chili. In the southern part of Peru, in- 
deed, a revolution in favor of CALDERON 
has for its inspiration the declaration 
that armed intervention by the United 
States Government is imminent; and 
forged dispatches, purporting to come 
from our busy representative in Peru, and 
threatening the Chilian forces with annihila- 
tion, are circulated for the purpose of firing 
the Peruvian heart. Mr. Huruisot has 
solemnly explained that his indiscreet letter 
to the Chilian Commander-in-Chief, pro- 
testing against violence and dismemberment, 
was quite unofficial, and purely a personal 
matter. But diplomatists who represent 
their country abroad cannot denude them- 
selves of their official character and write 
letters of advice and reprimand to digni- 
taries. Minister HURLBUT’S essay is likely 
to produce a great deal of mischief. 

LTE AEE RE AMS RMT AE ENA EY 

The fast traveling time between New- 
York and Chicago, which has been devel- 
oped by railway competition and enterprise, 
has been seized upon by Postmaster-General 
James and made to afford something like 
the fast mail service of 1875, abolished by 
Congressional inaction. By’ the new ar- 
rangement, practically one day will be saved 
in the transmission of maiis between this 
City and Chicago and other points West. 
As direct communication can be made with 
the through mail trains on the Pacific Rail- 
roads, San Francisco will receive its mails 
from New- York 32 hours earlier than hereto- 
fore. Itistoo late to argue the expediency and 
commercial value of a fast mail service be- 
tween the principal cities of the United 
Btates. This has been donc in Congress and 
jn the newspaper press so fully that the 
main points in favor of such a service are 
universally admitted. As Postmaster of 
New-York, Mr. James accomplished a 
great deal in the direction of securing a fast 
goail service, It will be fortunate for the 


country if, during his tenure of office, he 
shall be able to put that service on a perma- 


nent basis,

There is as much mystery as ever hanging 
over the road by which the millions stolen 
by the Newark Bank Cashier have departed. 
BaLDWIN continues to assert that ‘‘ncarly 
all” of the stolen money has been absorbed 
by Nugent & Co. A New-York stock 
broker, friendly to BaLpwrn, admits that 
the defaulting Cashier did have small opera- 
tions in the Street, risking a paltry ten 
thousand or so once ina while. Nucent & 
Co. are not suspected of Wall-street specu- 
lations, though it would seem to most 
men that something of this sort should 
be traced to them, if they have really 
muddled away so vast a sum as that 
which Batpwin avers that he has lent 
them. While the statements of BALDWIN 
and Nucent & Co. flatly contradict each 
other, and there is no plain track left of the 
abstracted deposits, there seems to be a 
growing suspicion that the implicitly trusted 
and able Cashier has been speculating 
largely in stocks, and that his ready loans to 
Nucent & Co. will not account for the 
moncy that has been stolen. 

If apparently well-grounded rumors are 
to be credited, Mr. Jonn F. Smytu expects 
with confidence the appointment of Receiver 
of the defunct Universal Life Insurance 
Company at the hands of Judge WEsTBRoOoK, 
on the motion of Attorney-General Warp. 
On more than one occasion Judge WEst- 
BROOK has shown noteworthy daring in his 
decisions and in his appointments, but it is 
doubtful if he could in any way exhibit a 
greater defiance of public opinion than by 
making such a one as is foreshadowed. 
One of the first and most important duties 
of the Receiver of the Universal Life Insu- 
rance Company will probably be the bring- 
ing of a suit against Mr. Henry R. Prer- 
son, Receiver of the North America Life 
Insurance Company, for the recovery of at 
least one hundred thousand dollars, which 
it is claimed the latter received from the 
Universal Life Insurance Company by an 
alleged illegal compromise. Mr. Receiver 
Prrrson has but recently figured in the 
courts in an application before Judge 
Lanpon for an allowance of upward of 
sixty thousand dollars, based upon a con- 
tract made with him by Superintendent 
SmytH during the closing days of his 
term of office. The application was 
refused by the court and the matter 
remitted to the discretion of Superin- 
tendent FAarRMAN, where it may safely re- 
main, but in viewof these relations between 
Mr. Prerson and Mr. Smyru it can hardly 
be expected that the latter will exercise any 
considerable degree of energy in prosecuting 
the claim of the Universal Life Insurance 
Company, except upon the theory that 
among Receivers of insolvent insurance 
companies the principle of ‘dog eat dog”’ 
is that most likely to prevail. 


THE MAYORALTY OF BROOKLYN. 


Mr. Hues McLaveuuin, Boss, of Brook- 
lyn, has gone into hiding. Finding that the 
opposition to him in his own party was dis- 
agreeably strong, he has, for the third time 
in his career, retired from politics. Here- 
after his part in public affairs will be ‘‘ only 
a citizen’s’’—the phrase showing that Mc- 
LAUGHLIN understands that for a long time 
he has been something more than a ‘‘citi- 
zen.”’ He has, in fact, been a dictator. 
With much native ability, no scruples, and 
all the power of patronage at his disposal, 
he has managed the public affairs of Brook- 
lyn to suit himself. His reign has been 
costly and disgraceful. That it is now 
closed by abdication is what he would 
like the citizens of Brookiyn to be- 
lieve; but it is not true. The Eagle, 
which was once his organ, then the repre- 
sentative of his opponents, and is now again 
his organ, says that it believes that the Boss 
is ‘‘ sincere in hisabdication.’’ Undoubted- 
ly he is sincere—for the time being. But 
the abdication leaves the voters of Brooklyn 
avery simple choice. Will they take the 
chances of getting good government from a 
man three times nominated by the Boss, al- 
ways obedient in all essential matters to the 
Boss's behests, fully committed to his meth- 
ods, surrounded by the Boss’s creatures, 
and never for a moment swerving from the 
practice of bossism, no matter what might 
be his professions? Or will they take the 
certainty of an honest attempt at good gov- 
ernment from the hands of Mr. Low, an 
independent, capable, upright man, op- 
posed on principle and consistently in all 
his political acts to bossism, and pledged by 
his own word—which no man doubts—to 
serve the city and the city only ? 

On Tuesday evening Mr. Low said at a 
meeting in the Sixteenth Ward: ‘There is 
no man, no sect of men, no class of men, no 
kind of men that can do so much for me 
that I should feel under obligation to any 
one of them in the Mayor’s chair, except 
to treat each and every one of them as my 
fellow-citizens.”” Taking a man with such 
a pledge and the guarantee of a perfectly 
honorable and pure public and business life 
to back it, and comparing him with a man 
who is under the greatest obligations to 
the Boss, and which one is the best 
candidate to overcome bossism with ? 
This is the question which the honest 
Democrats of Brooklyn are called upon to 
answer. It rests with them to decide 
whether Brooklyn shall be freed from the 
discredit and the burden of the politician’s 
rule or not. The Republicans cannot alone 
accomplish the work. There are not enough 
of them. They must have the help of the 
men who, in good faith, supported the 
nomination of Gen. Stocum so long as he 
remained in the field. Gen. Sioccm has 
withdrawn under circumstances which are 
not specially creditable to him. His with- 
drawal leaves the Democratic opponents of 
the Boss without a candidate unless they 
take Mr. Low. Why should they not take 
Mr: Low? Many of them will. Mr. Ds- 
Wirt, who leads a movement to this end, 
believes that two-thirds of those who sup- 
ported Gen. Stocum will now vote for Mr. 
Low, and they would certainly be logical 
and sensible in so doing. 

The Democrats who were originally for 
Siocum and now support Hower Lu give as 
a reason for their change that they cannot 
throw the control of the City Government 
into the hands of the Republican politicians. 
But they can hardly expect that this motive 
will be accepted as the real one. The elec- 


tion of Mr. Low would have no such result. 
He is not the representative in any sense of 
the Republican politicians, and he certainly 
is not himself one, in a way that need or can 
give any honest Democrat any uneasiness. 
If Mr. Tracy had remained in the field 
these gentlemen might plausibly have re- 
fused to aid inhiselection. But Mr. Tracy 
withdrew precisely because he felt that 
he could not command the votes 
of Democrats who wanted independent 
city government and were seeking it 
through the election of Mr. Ropes. 
Mr. Low was nominated because it was 
known that he could have the support of the 
elements engaged in the Ropes movement. 
He is not only not the representative of poli- 
ticians who would use the City Government 
for party purposes, but he is absolutely op- 
posed to such use of it, and was placed in 
nomination for that reason. He refuses be- 
forehand, distinctly and without reserve, to 
make any political use of his powers should 
he be elected Mayor. The Jeffersonian 
Democrats asked support for Gen. SLocum 
because he was an Independent. Mr. Low 
is more independent than Gen. Stocum, and 
can be more trusted to administer the Gov- 
ernment impartially and fearlessly on busi- 
ness principles. Now that Gen. Siocum has 
gone off the field, Mr. Low ought to have 
the hearty support of every truly independ- 
ent Democrat. 


No one can suspect us of partisan 
motives in this appeal to the sense and the 
honesty of independent Democrats. We 
have urged the people of Brooklyn to stand 
firm for an independent business adminis- 
tration of affairs, with or without the co- 
operation of the Republican organization. 
We advised those who had placed Mr. 
Rorgs in nomination not to abandon him 
unless a candidate as good in every respect 
was offered in his stead. Mr. Lowis such 
a candidate. We support him now because 
he is perfectly independent, owns no man, 
no party organization, no party leaders, as 
his directors, but will try with all his power 
to use his office for honest purposes and for 
the interests of the whole city. It is not 
an objection, so faras wecan see, to him 
that he will receive the solid Republican 
vote, and thus stands a bettter chance than 
Mr. Ropes of being elected. But if he or 
some one as good had not been named by 
the Republicans, we held, and still hold, 
that it would have been the duty of inde- 
pendent citizens to keep Mr. Ropsgs in nom- 
ination, to ‘‘stand up and be counted,”’ so 
that there should: be a fair test of the 
strength of the politicians against the peo- 
ple. From such a stand-point we now urge 
independent Democrats to vote for Mr. Low. 
It is the direct and only practical way to 
secure city government for Brooklyn which 
will be free from the politicians’ control— 
from that of the Republican politicians 
fully as much as from that of the Demo- 
cratic politicians. 

Never in the history of any great city in 
the United States has such an opportunity 
been given to the tax-payers—and all voters 
are, directly or indirectly, tax-payers—to 
get a municipal administration strictly in 
their interest. We know it is a very com- 
mon thing to describe a political contest as a 
‘‘people’s fight;’’ but this is in reality one. 
The people of Brooklyn have an opportu- 
nity to put their affairs into the hands of one 
of their own representatives, to be managed 
for their benefit, as they ought to be man- 
aged. Whether they will doso or not de- 
pendson the independent Democrats, and 
the responsibility for their decision seems to 
us a very direct and important one. 





THE CONTEST IN VIRGINIA. 


The accidental fact that Gen. Manons 
has since last March been in a position to 
wield the balance of power in the Senate 
has had a very important effect on the 
course of politics in his own State. With 
the help of his vote the Republicans 
were able to constitute the committees of 
the Senate, and had the hope of carrying 
measures of importance which without it 
would be certain of defeat. It so happened 
that he represented a political movement in 
Virginia which could be materially promot- 
ed by the sympathy and support of the Re- 
publican Party outside of that State, but 
which had nothing to expect from 
the Democrats. An alliance with the 
Republicans would be especially valuable 
to him inasmuch as they had control of the 
national Administration. That he sought 
the alliance and was willing to contribute to 
it his vote in the Senate is not to be won- 
dered at, for Gen. Manone is a calculating 
politician, and owed his seat in the 
Senate to a vigorous contest with the 
regular Democracy in Virginia. He was 
under no obligation to the Democratic 
Party, and could expect nothing from it but 
rebuffs and hindrance in his crusade against 
Bourbonism. Had the division of the Sen- 
ate been such that his position in that body 
had no special significance and his vote no 
exceptional value, he would doubtless have 
been left to carry on his local contest with- 
out material aid from withcut. 


It is now quite evident that Gen. Manonn 
secured the sympathy and assistance of the 
national Republican organization, as repre- 
sented by its leading politicians and the 
present Administration at Washington. 
The appointment of the Lynchburg Post- 
master is substantial evidence of that, 
and it is intimated that funds are 
liberally contributed by Republicans 
at the capital and elsewhere in the North to 
sustain what is now gencrally known as the 
‘Liberal movement” in Virginia. The 
Situation there is so involved in what may 
be called ‘‘ mixed considerations’’ that it is 
difficult to judge with entire fairness the con- 
duct of those concerned in it. The Liberal 
movement began in the scheme for readjusting 
the State debt, which proposed to cut down 
the principal and the rate of interest to what 
was assumed to be the ability of the State to 
pay. There is but one honest and upright 
way of dealing with a public debt, and that 
is to provide for its full payment, principal 
and interest, as it falls due, in strict accord- 
ance with the contract made with the public 
creditors. Anything short of that is repu- 
diation, and deserves the condemnation of 
all honest men. 
justment Gen. Manone based his independ- 
ent party movement, and he invited to his 
side the white and colored citizens ot Vir- 
ginia who were dissatisfied with the pro- 
scriptive policy of the dominant Bourbons. 
He promised protection for the political and 


But on this issue of read-’ 


civil rights of all citizens, the removal of 
restrictions on the suffrage, and the security 
of the ballot-box from assaults of violence 
and fraud. By this promise he raised a 
new issue far more potent than that present- 
ed by the debt question. 


The Mahone movement owes much of its 
strength to the fact that the regular Demo- 
crats of Virginia have never shown any dis- 
position to deal more justly with the State 
debt than the Readjusters. They have made 
cheap professions, but they have done noth- 
ing and proposed nothing that would 
effect the honest discharge of the 
obligations of the State. The plan of 
readjustment, bad as it is, appears 
to be the best thing in the way of a 
practical proposition for settling with the 
public creditors that has any ‘chance of 
popular support in Virginia. There seems 
to be no honest debt-paying sentiment on 
which a political party can base its hopes of 
success. This is discreditable to the people 
as a whole, but it is, unfortunately, a fact. 
On the other hand, there is a very great 
difference between the Bourbon and the Lib- 
eral Parties in Virginia on questions which 
involve some of the vital principles of the 
Republican Party of the Nation. Northern 
Republicans desire to see equality of polit- 
ical rights established throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. They wish to 
see the negro voters of the South pro- 
tected in the free exercise of the suf- 
frage and elections in that section 
freed from the reproach of intimidation 
and fraud, and they recognize the fact that 
these results can be effectually brought about 
only by the people of the Southern States 
themselves. They see in the Virginia con- 
test the beginning of a movement which 
promises to divide Southern sentiment on a 
new line and to work the political regenera- 
tion of that entire section. 

In the methods by which aid is given to 
Manone and his supporters in Virginia 
there is nothing new or unfamiliar, but 
there is much that is open to criticism. The 
public service of the United States and the 
patronage of the Government ought not to 
be used as a power for carrying elections 
in any State, and it would not be 
so used if that service were conducted 
according to a sound system as to appoint- 
ments and removals. The Lynchburg Post- 
master was undoubtedly removed for good 
cause. The removal having been made 
under our present system, the appointment 
of his successor was sure to have a political 
significance and influence one way or 
the other, and the Administration hav- 
ing given its sympathy to Manonr, it 
was natural that such favor as this appoint- 
ment might indicate should be bestowed on 
his side in the contest. There ought to be 
no connection between the Federal appoint- 
ment and the State contest, but in the pres- 
ent condition of our politics it was inevi- 
table, and there is no doubt that the support 
of the Administration counts for much in 
the Virginia contest. Moreover, the con- 
tributions for the expenses of the can- 
vass, which are made heavy by the 
capitation tax, are probably not in- 
duced wholly by a desire to promote the 
cause of equal rights, and it is to be feared 
that they are raised in some measure by a 
process closely resembling political assess- 
ment. All of which merely affords a new 
illustration of the workings of the funda- 
mental vice of our political system, which 
are exhibited on a much smaller scale and 
excite far more attention and reprobation 
than in former times. This fact, at least, is 


a symptom of progress in public sentiment. 
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THE ALLIANCE AND THH CORWIN. 


Two of the five expeditions among which 
the Government divided its Arctic search 
energies for the year 1881 have now sub- 
stantially completed their work. The reve- 
nue cutter Corwin is safely back at San 
Francisco, and now the Alliance is also in 
home waters. These two vessels have been 
creditably busy, and have sundry interesting 
results to report; but so far as their main 
and specific quest is concerned, they have 
had absolutely no success. The Corwin, 
which, with commendable eagerness, 
was first in the field, had various 
routine revenue duties to perform, and 
was also instructed to inquire into the fate 
of the two missing whalers, the Vigilant and 
the Mount Wollaston. She succeeded in 
hearing a story of the discovery by Indians 
of a vessel with dead bodies; but the known 
capacity and obligingness of polar aborigi- 
nes at drawing the long bow whenever it 
is desired to tell anything to marines makes 


‘their yarns of small value. The Corwin, push- 


ing intrepidly north, raised the Stars and 
Stripes on Wrangell Land, which Capt. 
Hooper proposes henceforth to call New- 
Columbia—a change so needless for an isl- 
and discovered and well named long before 
the Corwin began polar researches that it 
will, of course, be rejected by common con- 
sent. But the chief interest of the Corwin’s 
voyage was to find some trace of the 
Jeannette, and she brought back not only no 
credible tidings, but not even a rumor of 
the Jeannetie’s passage northward two years 
ago. 

The Alliance and the Rodgers started for 
the north on the same day, June 16, the 
former from Norfolk and the latter from 
San Francisco. Commander WaDLEIcH 
was charged to make sundry scientific ob- 
servations with regard to the limits of the 
pack ice, the temperature and specific grav- 
ity of the sea, the organisms-of the northern 
waters, the aurora, the fauna and flora at 
points of landing, and to fix a bench-mark 
in Spitzvergen for tidal observations, as pro- 
p6sed by the International Arctic Commis- 
sion. The tide-mark was duly fixed ina 
small bight west of Hakluyt’s Headland, 
Amsterdam Island, on a copper plate spiked 
to a boulder; and another. just off the east 
entrance to Safe Haven. | The various scien- 
tific observations were made to some extent, 
the lack of apparatus, however, being a 
great obstacle. Of the Jeannette not the 
faintest sign was obtained, as might have 
been expected. The supposition that Dz 
Lone’s vessel would reappear in the 
neighborhood of Spiizbergen implied his 
ability to move entirely across the polar 
seas, emerging at a point almost exacily 
opposite the one at which he entered; and 
then there was a probability that she might 
have to go out of her shortest way in or- 
der to touch at Spitzbergen. But Com- 
mander WaDLEIGH’s report shows that he 
succeeded in getting as far north as 80° 10’, 
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in spite of the fact that the Alliance was a 
regular naval vessel, not built, and only a 
little strengthened, to battle with the ice. 
Two other. Arctic expeditions have also 
arrived at their destination, and doubtless 
have mostly completed their out-door work 
for the present year. These are the Signal 
Service parties which went north to estab- 
lish permanent stations—one from St. John, 
Newfoundland, in the Proteus, under Lieut. 
A. W. Greevy, Fifth Cavalry, to Lady 
Franklin Bay, and the other from San Fran- 
cisco, in the Golden Fleece, under Lieut. P. 
H. Ray, Eighth Infantry, to Point Barrow. 
Of course, little reliance can be placed upon 
these expeditions, and especially upon the 
latter, inthe search for the Jeannette. In 
fact, their main purpose is to perform their 
part of the permanent work arranged by the 
Hamburg International Poiar Conference. 
This work comprises meteorological, mag- 
netic, tidal, pendulum, and sundry other 
observations, collections of specimens in 
natural history and ethnology, and reports 
upon fuel and native food supply, its pro- 
curement and preservation. The only chance 
for the Point Barrow party to be 
of service to the Jeannetle is in the 
missing vessel’s attempting to return 
through Behring Strait, and finding her- 
self in a position visible from Point Barrow. 
But Lieut. Dz Lone, in his last letter to his 
wife, said that he should go toward the pole 
through the Wrangell Land waters, and 
when checked by the ice would seek to 
effect his return not by way of Behring 
Strait, but by moving eastward so as to 
come out through Smith’s Sound in case he 
should be far enough north to get through 
there, or else further south through Lancas- 
ter Sound. It is obvious that the Lady 
Franklin Bay party was as likely as any 
to see the returning voyager. The Jeannette 
might, however, be forced toward the coast 
of Asia, making her homeward voyage along 
the Siberian coast, through Behring Strait, 
like NoRDENSJOLD, or essaying the prodi- 
gous task of pushing across the frigid zone 
and coming out near Franz Josef’s Land. 


The main search expedition, that of the 
Rodgers, on which the whole of the Congres- 
sional appropriation was expended, has sent 
back little tidings of its progress, which at 
first was not rapid, but, at last accounts, 
showed an ability to reach a reasonably high 
latitude before being locked up for the Win- 
ter, as by this time she must be. The 
Rodgers had heard nothing of the Jeannette 
since she was last seen, Sept. 3, 1879. As Licut. 
Berry is on a stern chase, two years behind 
the vessel he is in pursuit of, the chances of 
his coming up with her are, of course, pure- 
ly dependent on the fortune that has attended 
Lieut. Dr Lone. The sum of the five Arctic 
expeditions of the year, so far as concerns 
the Jeannette, is that, thus far, all combined 
they have not brought back a shadow of a 
trace ora rumorother. Yet there is no 
ground on this account for any great uneasi- 
ness. Dx Lone had expected to be absent 
three years, and this period will not have 
expired until the Summer of 1882. He may 
yet be back in season to go ona search 
after the Rodgers. 


WATER. 


There is really reason to hope that for this 
year we have escaped a water famine. If 
so, the escape has been a narrow one. Had 
our water supply become entirely exhausted 
we could have appreciated the feelings of the 
unhappy Lunarians who, according to the 
best astronomical information, must have 
perished of thirst. 

It is well established that the moon is en- 
tirely destitute of water. Astronomers in- 
form us that this originally healthy and de- 
sirable planet lost its water by degrees. The 
lunar heavens ceased to give rain, and the 
rivers, lakes, and seas gradually sank 
through the cracks in the surface of the 
drying moon and disappeared into her inte- 
rior, whither the atmosphere soon followed. 
Probably this process consumed many cen- 
turies, during which the annual Summer 
droughts became constantly longer and more 
severe. The inhabitants of the moon of 
course became alarmed after atime. They 
abused their local Governors and Legisla- 
tures, and insisted that new reservoirs should 
be constructed, and that the mouths of the 
rivers should be muzzled with water-meters, 
Gradually the harbors filled up and com- 
merce vanished. Water became more and 
more costly, so that only the rich could in- 
dulge in choice bottled drinking water, and 
bathing became a lost art. The time finally 
arrived when the moon became a gigantic 
dust-heap, and its people, having drank up 
the last drop of available liquid, lay down 
in the shade of houses, dried trees, and tele- 
graph posts, and quietly choked to death. 
Anything more painful than the prolonged 
act of watching at the bedside of a dying 
planet could hardly be imagined, and the 
Lunarians, who knew that the death of the 
moon—to use an astronomical term—in- 
volved their personal death, must have been 
very much in the position of the unhappy 
Siamese twin when waiting for his brother 
to breathe his last. 


What has happened to the moon will 
probably happen tothe earth. The catas- 
trophe may not be as distant aswe have 
hitherto imagined that it would be. There 
is abundant evidence that the amount of 
water on the surface of the earth has been 
steadily diminishing for many thousands of 
years. No one doubts that there was atime 
when the Caspian Sea communicated with 
the Black Sea, and when the Mediterranean 
covered the greater part of the Desert of 
Sahara. In fact, geologists tell us that at 
one period the whole of the earth was coy- 
ered by water, and the fact that continents 
of dry land now exist is proof that there is 
less water on the globe now than there was 
in its infancy. This diminution of our 
supply of water is going on at the 
present day at a rate so rapid as 
to be clearly appreciable. The rivers and 
smaller streams of our Atlantic States are 
visibly smaller than they were twenty-five 
years ago. Country brooks in which men 
now living were accustomed to fish and 
bathe in their boyhood have in many cases 
totally disappeared, not through any act of 
man, but solely in consequence of the fail- 
ure of the springs and rains which once fed 
them. The level of the great lakes is falling 
year by year. There are many piers on the 
shores of lake-side cities which vessels once 
approached with ease, but which now hardly 
Teach to the edge of the water. Harbors 
‘are everywhere growing shallower, This 


is not due to the gradual deposit of 
earth brought down by rivers or of refuse 
from city sewers. The harbor of Toronto 
has grown shallow in spite of the fact that it 
has been dredged out so that the bottom 
rock has been reached, and all the dredging 
which can be done to the harbor of New- 
York will not permanently deepen it. The 
growing shallowness of the Hudson is more 
evident above Albany than it is in the tide- 
water region, and, like the outlet of Lake 
Champlain, which was once navigable by 
Indian canoes at all seasons, the Upper Hud- 
son is now almost bare of water in many 
places during the Summer. In all other 
parts of the world there is the same steady 
decrease of water in rivers and lakes, and 
the rain-fall in Europe, where scientific ob- 
servations are made, is manifestly less than 
it was ata period within the memory of man. 

What is becoming of our water? Obvi- 
ously it is not disappearing through evap- 
oration, for in that case rains would give 
back whatever water the atmosphere might 
absorb. We must accept the theory that, 
like the water of the moon, our water is 
sinking into the interior of the earth. If 
this process continues, and we have not the 
slightest reason to hope that it.will suddenly 
cease, the time must come when the surface 
of the earth will be as destitute of water as 
isthe surface of the moon. Our seas will 
disappear, our rivers will cease to flow, and 
our wells will become dry. Thatthe human 
race will, in such an event, perish of thirst 
is inevitable, but in the meantime we might 
as well build a new aqueduct to supply 
this City with water, for, even if our pos- 
terity is doomed to die of thirst, we might 
as well avail ourselves of the water that is 
as yet within our reach. 


Republicans need scarcely be reminded of 
the importance of making an earnest effort to se- 
cure the election of Mr. Danret G. Rouurs as Sur- 
rogate, Few men are better acquainted with pub- 
lic business than he, and few men who have been 
in office have proved themseives more worthy of 
approval. As the Assistant United States District 
Attorney, and afterward as Assistant District At- 
torney tothe late BENJAMIN K. Paenps, he worthily 
maintained the reputation he had wonof being 
one of the most earnest, wide awake, and capable 
members of the Bar in this City. Gov. CornNELL 
appointed him to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
PueE.ps, and he has discharged arduous duties ably 
and honorably. Last Fall, when he was a candi- 
date for Reeorder, he was tendered a flattering in- 
dorsement by 1,800 jurymen who had been im- 
pressed with his industrious and skillful manage- 
ment of cases which they were called upon to de- 
cide. There isneed of just such a man in the Sur- 
rogate’s office, and none of the candidates in the 
field possesses to the same degree that Mr. Roturs 
does the energy as well as familiarity with affairs 
that will alone enable a Surrogate to conduct the 
business of his court satisfactorily. No Republican 
should fail to exert himself to secure Mr. Roiirns’s 
election, 
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It has become so difficult a matter, unfortu- 
nately, to induce gentlemen of social position and 
large business interests to consent to become can- 
didates for office that it is matter for rejoicing 
when such men as Mr. JAmes Tatcort, candidate 
for Senator in the Tenth District, decide to appeal 
to voters for their suffrages. Mr. Tatcort is a suc- 
cessful man of business, well known in mercantile 
circles, and he is also a public-spirited man, who 
has not been so much engrossed fn his own affairs 
that he could not find time to participate in move- 
ments for the improvement of the City Govern- 
ment, His oppunent is ex-Judge Kocu, who is but 
a politician, and in no sense to be compared with 
Mr. Tatcort as a representative in the State Sen- 
ate of the Tenth District—one of the most impor- 
tant districts in the State. Witha full vote, Mr. 
Tatcort’s election ought to be made with about 
8,000 majority. There is no good reason to believe 
that the Republicans will lose any votes in the dis- 
trict, whiie there are excellent reasons, aside from 
the very potent one of securing all the Senate dis- 
tricts to which the Republicans are entitled, why 
he should be cordially sustained. If elected, Mr. 
TaLcotTr w#l serve his constituents with ability and 
fidelity. His success willinspire more men of the 
same character to enter the field of politics and 
perhaps lead to the selection in other districts of 
men who will fairly represent the constituencies 
they are elected to speak and vote for in the Legis- 
lature. 

The Republicans of Queens and Suffolk, who 
two years ago elected Mr. JoHN Brrpsat to the 
Senate by a majority of 2,343, have wisely renomi- 
nated him and applied themselves to the task of re- 
peating theirtriumph. While there may be some 
question as tothe wisdom of some of Mr. Brrp- 
SALL’s votes On several measures which were con- 
sidered in the last Legislature, it is indisputable 
that he bore himself generally asa man of honor 
and a Republican devoted to the permanent well- 
being of the party. The Democrats, with Mr, 
James W. Covert for their candidate, are making 
desperate efforts to wipe out Mr. Brrpsaw’s vic- 
tory of two years ago. They are already counting 
up the gains which they hope to make by renew- 
ing a factional division which appeared to be 
about healed, and every true Republican will re- 
sent at the polls this palpable trick to beguile them 
out of a Senator whom they can elect if they will 
but be consistent and patriotic.

It is gratifying to learn that the voters of 
the Thirteenth Senatorial District are making a 
hearty effori to elect Mr. Francis Marvin as the 
successor of Senator MappEN. Mr. Marvin is well- 
known in the district, having been connected for 
years with a bank at Port Jervis, and repeatedly 
mentioned for places of honor and trust. His nom- 
ination was made by acclamation, and the canvass 
in his behalf has been made with commendable 
energy and thoroughness. The district gave Mr. 
MADDEN a majority in 1879 of 2,523, and the Re- 
publicans have now a candidate who is entitled to 
a repetition of that signal victory. The Democrats 
have nominated ex-State Treasurer Jamts MAcKIN, 
in whose behalf there is little that can be said by 
his party friends, while voters who desire to have 
absolutely safe representatives will remember that 
Mr. MackrIn was once a member of the Assembly 
and Chairman of the Railroad Committee, and that 
he then evinced a much greater degree of conc2rn 
for the railroad corporations than he did for the 
people who patronize and make them successful. 
There is every reason to believe that Mr. Marvin, 
if elected, will faithfully devote himself to the in- 
terests of all his constituents, and not with over- 
diligence to any one privileged class. A few days 
of active work by the Republicans of the district 
will insure Mr. Marvin’s election, and the news of 
his success will be occasion for rejoicing.

Owing to the selection of careless and inef- 
ficient, if not corrupt, Judges, the Marine Court he- 
came, a few years ago, so odious to the public that 
attempts were repeatedly made to abolish it, and 
it has only been saved by the exercise of greater 
care in the selection of the Judges. It is in the 
line of a wise policy of dealing with this court that 
the Republicans have nominated Mr. Ernest Hau 
as one of its candidates, and the Bar Association, 
after a close scrutiny, has approved the nomina- 
tion. Mr. Hatuis about 37 years of age. In his 
youth, after graduation in one of the public 
schools, he was employed in the book concern of 
GeorcE P. Putnam, and later began, in 1860, the 
study of law.

In 1869 Mr. Haru was elected a member of the Mor- 
risania Board of Trustees, and subsequently was 
chosen counsel to the board. When the upper 
wards were annexed he was retained by Corpora- 
tion Counsel E. Detarretp Suirs and afterward 
by Mx. Wintiam 0, Warner to defend some forty 
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cases against the board, thirty-five of which he 
gained. In 1877 the firm of Hatz, Brown & West 
cott was formed, and as @ member of it he has 
since been recognized as a thoroughly capable 
lawyer. Mr. Hatv’s record, attainments, and goog 
social character all bespeak for him the cordial 
support of citizens who desire to see good men ag 
well as good lawyers occupying the bench in tha 
Marine Court.

The first rehearsal of the twenty-fourth sea- 
son was given at the Academy of Music, in Mon- 
tague-street, yesterday afternoon, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Theodore Thomas.

DR. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN BACHE. 

Medical Director Benjamin Franklin Bache, 
a great-grandson of Benjamin Franklin, and for 
nearly 60 years an officer in the United States Navy, 
died in his residence, No. 283 Henry-street, Brook- 
lyn, early yesterday morning, after an illness of 
only two weeks. Dr. Bache was born in Monti- 
cello, Va., Feb. 7, 1801, and so was in the eighty- 
first year of his age. He was a grandson of Richard 
Bache, a Philadelphia merchant of high standing, 
and Sarah Franklin Bache, the only daughter of 
Benjamin Franklin. His grandfather came from 
England to this country early in life, and, joining 
heartily in the patriot cause, gave his heart and 
soul to the principles advocated by the colonists in 
their heroic contest for their rights. The grand- 
father was subsequently appointed Postmaster- 


General of the United States, a position which he 
filled with credit and honor from 1776 to 1782. Dr. 
Bache'’s grandmother, Mrs. Sarah Franklin Bache, 
did great service tothe youthful country in 1780, 
when thousands of soldiers in the Ameri- 
can Army were suffering from the need 
of sufficient clothing, by overseeing the labors 
of several thousand patriotic women in providing 
food and clothing to meet the urgent necessities of 
the wearied and suffering patriots. She also served 
at frequent intervals inthe hospitals, and by her 
courage and devotion to the cause won the com- 
mendation of the Marquis de Chassellux, a French 
noble, then visiting America. who recommended 
the ladies of Europe to take her as a model of do- 
mestic virtues and feminine patriotism. 

Dr. Bache was graduated from Princeton Col- 
lege when only 18 years old, and from the med- 
ical department of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania four years later. He entered the United 
States Navy as Assistant Surgeon in 1824, a year 
after his graduation, and in 1828 he was promoted 
to the rank of Surgeon. From 18388 to 1841 he was 
Fleet Surgeon of the Mediterranean squadron, and 
he was in charge of the Naval Asylum in Philadel- 
phia from 1845 to 1847. He was Fleet Surgeon of 
the Brazilian squadron from 1848 to 1850; was in 
the Naval Hospital in New-York from 1850 to 1854, 
and was Director of the laboratory of the Brook- 
lyn Navy-yard from 1855 to 1872. He was retired 
Feb. 1, 1863, and in 1871 he was appointed Medical 
Director, with the relative rank of Commodore, 
While he was engaged in the laboratory of the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard, in 1861, at the outbreak of the 
civil war, his knowledge as a chemist, and his un- 
questionable honor, made a valuable help in the time 
of his country’s need. Finding that the supplies 
and crugs then furnished to the Government were 
poor in quality and dencient in weight, he under- 
took to reorganize the department. He thus met 
with determined opposition from many influential 
persons, who hoped to profit by the unlawful 
schemes of the contract system, and obstacles 
were thrown in his way that would have dis- 
couraged most men. He took the samples that 
were furnished by contractors, analyzed them, and 
compared them with those actually delivered, and 
finding, in many cases, that they were not as had 
been represented he condemned them, and thus 
raved the Government millions of dollars. The 
laboratory, under Dr. Bache’s administration, be- 
came one of the most thoroughly equipped 
and efficient branches in the service. Dr. 
Bache was quiet and modest in disposition, 
possessing a great range of knowledge. There 
p Page few subjects with which he was unfamiliar. 

s a student, a chemist, a traveler, and an ob- 
server he was received in social circles everywhere 
with profound consideration. He was a brilliant 
conversationalist, and recited by the hour expe- 
riences and observations in his long life of the most 
entertaining character. He bore a strong resem- 
blance to his distinguished ancestor: and his side 
face was almost the counterpart of that shown in 
the best pictures of Benjamin Franklin. He was 
severe in his detestations of shams of every kind, 
and never hesitated to denounce them, without 
regard to person or position. He leaves a widow 
and three married daughters, the wives of Drs. 
Bates and Bogert and Capt. Charles L. Huntington, 
ali of the United States Navy. His sister is the 
wife of Dr. E. R. Squibb, of this city. He is to be 
buried to-morrow afternoon at 2 o’ciock from his 
late residence, The Rey. Dr. Henry J. Van Dyke 
will officiate.

WILLIAM TRACY. 

Mr. William Tracy, the senior member of 
the law firm of Tracy & Tallmadge, at No. 128 
Broadway, died in his residence, No. 326 Fifth-ave- 
nue, yesterday morning, in the seyenty-seventh 
year of his age. He was born at Whitesboro, 
Oneida County, N. Y., June 16,1805. He was 
graduated from Union College in 1824, and 
immediately began the study of law. After 
he was admitted to the Bar he pursued the 
practice of his profession in Utica. In 1854 Mr. 
‘Tracy came to New-York and formed a law part- 
nership with the late William Curtis Noyes 
and Mr. Frederick 8S. Tallmadge, under the 
r Tracy & “Talimadge, 
which was changed to Tracy & Tallmadge, after 
the death of Mr. Noyes, in 1864. Although Mr. 
Tracy never held a political office, he acquired dis- 
tinction by his works. At the time of his death he 
was the oldest Director of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road and was President of the American Coloniza- 
tion Society. He wasa man of extended general 
information, as well as legal learning, and always 
indicated marked literary tastes. He edited the 
fourth edition ot the New-York Statutes, besides 
adapting and rewriting Esek Cowen’s treatise on 
the ** Civil Jurisdiction of the Justices of the Peace 
of New-York,” and compiling a volume entitled: 
‘“‘A Hand-book of Law for Business Men.” 
He was a ‘Trustee of Union College, which, 
10 years after he was graduated, conferred 
upon him the dexree of Doctor of Laws. Mr. 
Tracy was a member of the Century Club, the New- 
York Bar Association, the New-York Law Insti- 
tute, and various benevolent institutions. He was 
also a Vestryman of the Anthon Memorial Church. 
Mr. Tracy was the elder brother of the late Edward 
Tracy, for many years Chief Engineer of the Cro- 
ton Aqueduct, and of Mr. Charles Tracy, of the 
law firm of Tracy, Olmsted & Tracy. Two daugh- 
ters survive him. His latter years were occupied 
almost entirely as chamber counsel and its connec- 
tion with commercial law. He ranked high in his 
profession, and was regarded as authority on legal 
questions, His death was due more to the infirmi- 
ties of age than to disease. The funeral will be 
held to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock, in the An- 
thon Memorial Church, in West Twenty-eighth- 
street, and the remains will be deposited in the 
family vault in Woodlawn Cemetery.

CHARLES BENEDICT. 

Mr. Charles Benedict, a prominent citizen of 
Connecticut, died suddenly, of heart disease, last 
Sunday, on board the steam-ship Wisconsin, of the 
Guion Line, which arrived from Liverpool yester- 
day. Mr. Benedict was 62 years of age, and wasa 
son of Aaron Benedict, the founder of. the 
firm of Benedict & Burnham, of Waterbury, 
Conn., the largest brass manufacturers in 
the country. Charles Benedict succeeded 
his father as the head of this firm. 
He was thoroughly identified with the manufactur- 
ing interests of Waterbury, and was President of 
the following companies: The Waterbury Watch 
Company, the Waterbury Clock Company, the 
Waterbury Pin Company, and the Mitchell & 
Vance Company. Mr. Benedict was once prom- 
inently mentioned for the Governorship of Con- 
necticut, but refused to allow his name to be used, 
He was one of the wealthiest and most prominent 
men in his State. His family reside at Waterbury, 
Six weeks ago he went abroad both on business 
and for pleasure, and a number of his friends went 
down tothe Guion dock yesterday morning with 
the expectation of meeting him. They were then 


informed that Mr. Benedict had died last Sunday 
atabout noon. Although it wascontrary to the 


Liverpool shipping rules* to allow the body of a 
dead passenger to be kept on board, the remains 
of Mr. Benedict were preserved, and wero sent on 
to Waterbury last evening.

RETIRING FEOM HIS PULPIT 


—_—+ 

A PRESBYTERIAN PREACHER’S 

CHANGED VIEWS OF BAPTISM. 
WHY THE REV, ALBERT B. SIMPSON WILL 
RESIGN THE PASTORATE OF THE THIR- 
TEENTH-STREET PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 

—PARTING WITH HIS CONGREGATION, 
The Rev. Albert B. Simpson, Pastor of the 
Thirteenth-Street Presbyterian Church, gave the 
members of his church a thorough surprise last 
evening by publicly announcing in the regular 
Wednesday night prayer-meeting that he had 
changed his views regarding the ordinance of 
Christian baptism, and had determined, led by 
Almighty God, to devote his life to missionary 
labors among those who do. not ordinar- 
ily attend an organized church. There were 


nearly 150 members of the church present, very 
few of whom had come prepared to hear any such 
announcement. Elder Lester took cnarge of the 
meeting, and, after several brethren had prayed or 
spoken, he said he understood their Pastor had 
something of importance to tell them. On Monday 
evening, the Pastor said, he had a conf>rence with 
the Session of his church in reference to cer- 
tain questions which had been weighing upon 
conscience, and which had led him 
to believe it his duty to ask to be 
released from official relations. with the 
church. He had felt foralong time that God was 
calling him to work for foreign missions. This was 
one of the things which determined him to come 
to this City two years ago, and, in addition to 
his church work, he had established and conducted 
a magazine in the interests of such missions. Last 
Summer, however, he found he could nct be bota 
Pastor and magazine conductor, so he gave up,at a 
great personal sacrifice, almost all his interest in 
the publication. Then, too, for alongtime tke 
feeling had been growing upon him that his 
work ought to be among the great masses 
of the people, who were not church-goers. He had 
been praying over this matter for months. AS 
early as last Spring he had spoken witha brother 
about doing out-door work, and he had been able 
to doa little of that sort of work. He had some 
doubt as to whether the regular organized church 
could gather in the masses, although the Sunday- 
school was a grand mission institution capable of 
doing great good. But he felt there were many 
who would not come to a church with pews—to a 
regular church. Among these he believed God 
wanted him to work. 

There was another thing, Pastor Simpson con- 
tinued, which, as an honest Christian man, he felt 
compelled to say. He had for some time been 
much impressed with the fact that many persons 
hold religious views by tradition rather than by 
an intelligert study of the Scriptures. About one 
year ago he began to be troubled in his mind about 
the question of baptism. Hehad been deeply im- 
pressed, and in his closet had laid the whole mat- 
ter before God with a prayer for light. Within the 
last few weeks he bad been led to compare 
carefully and prayerfully the passages in 
the Seriptures on this question, and he 
had come to the conclusion that he could not 
honestly and conscientiously stand upon that por- 
tion of the confession of the Church concerning 
the ordinance of baptism. He had, therefore, in 
obedience to bis conscience, been quietly baptized 
in the manner he believed to be taught in God's 
law before he had met the Session of the church, 
He wished it distinctly understood, Mr. Simpson 
continued, that he was not yet prepared to join 
any distinct Baptist Church, nor to separate him- 
self from any Evangelical Church. He would 
not need to withdraw from the Presbyterian 
Church because of his changed views regarding 
baptism, but as a minister of that Church, obliged 
to administer the rite of baptism in a manner 
against his convictions, it became a matter of con- 
science, and he felt he could not remain in the pul- 
pit. There was nothing to hinder his performing 
any other ministerial act. His heart was un- 
changed, and he said to his hearers, as he had said 
to the Session, that so long as God would heip him 
he would joyfully help them in any way he could. 
He had not felt called upon to argue the 
question with his congregation. He could only 
spay that he had reached his decision after 
a careful, thorough, conseientious study 
and comparison of every passage of Scripture, and 
an earnest prayer over every point that seemed 
doubtful. In conelusion, Mr. Simpson hoped that 
the question would not be publicly agitated. He 
hoped the church would stand together and not 
lose any of their interest in their great work. His 
position simply was that having been led to see 
that he could not bind himself to that which was 
not in accordance with God’s law he was still, in 
spirit and in heart, with the church. 

The Pastor’s address was received in silence, 
many of his listeners being in tears. A hymn was 
sung, and then Mr. Simpson prayed earnestly tor 
God’s blessing upon the church, concluding with 
the benediction, dismissing the congregation. 
After the services the Pastor was surrounded by 
members of his flock, who assured him of their 
earnest good wishes for his welfare and deep re- 
grets that he had felt it necessary to sever his 
pastoral relations with them. To a Tress re- 
porter Mr. Simpson said that his views upon bap- 
tism were not the chief reason for the action he 
had taken. “I have been impressed with the 
fact,” said he, “that a vast number of peo- 
ple, even those who have once_ been 
cburch members, cannot be induced to at- 
tend an organized church. Having reached 
hundreds of such persons by preaching for two 
years in a public hali in Louisville, Ky., I felt that 
the same work could be done here. I find the 
work is not met by the church. My main reason 
for my action in retiring from the pastorate of my 
church is to labor among these non-churchgoers. 
My decision has been influenced by the fact that 
for some time I had questioned my Scriptura! au- 
thority for administering the right of baptism ac- 
cording to the Presbyterian usage, I felt that can- 
dor required a candid statement of this to my 
church. I felt it due to my Christian -honor 
to say nothing from the pulpit while I was 
a Presbyterian minister, and 1 have no intention, 
unless so desired, of agitating this question, which 
I regard as infinitely subordinate to the great work 
of the Gospel. I haveno ideaof endeavoring to 
induce my church to share my views, but, on the 
contrary, I have urged them with great earnest- 
ness to remain and work together in this church. 
lhave had tne most loving co-operation of my 
people in my work, and there is the most perfect 
good feeling between the Pastor and the officers of 
the church. Iintend to labor among the masses, 
not in any sectarian or dénominational spfrit, but 
in genera! and full sympathy with all the evangel- 
ical churches.”’ 

Officers of the Thirteenth-Street Church corroho- 
rated Mr. Simpson’s statement about good feeling 
in every respect, and declared that were it net 
that he could not agree with the Presbyterian doc- 
trine regarding baptism, they would not consent to 
let him leave their pulpit. Mr. Simpson will define 
his position from the pulpit on Sunday morning in 
the Thirteenth-Street Church, and will also speak 
to the Presbytery, on Monday morring, in the 
Fourteenth-Street Church.

Ican only say this—that I 
shall bend every energy of my mind tostrip away 
the useless, the formal, the obstruc tive regulations 
that have hindered commerce with the colonies of 
Spain, particularly with the island of Cuba, that 
lies almost under us. It will be my best effort to 


do this—and to doitin that way which shall be 
for thé mutual benefit of both Governments. Ido

FAST MAIL TRAINS. 
—_—»>—-—— 
QUICK TRANSIT OF LETTERS AND NEWS- 
PAPERS FOR WEST AND SOUTH. 

Mails out of New-York for the West will be 
greatly facilitated by important arrangements com- 
pDieted by Postmaster-General James, which were 
reported to Postmaster Pearson, of this City, yester- 
day. A postal car will contirue to be attached to 
the train on the New-York Central Railroad leav- 
ing the Grand Central Depot in New-York at 4:35 
A. M., and arriving at Buffalo at 7:40 P. M. Tho 
fast Chicago express, which the Central is to put 


on next Monday, leaving New-York at 8A. M., 
will overtake the other at Buffalo, and take the 
car from that point to Chicago, where it will 
arrive at 9:05 A. M. the following day. This will 
make a practical saving between New-York and 
Chicago and points West of one day. The pas- 
sage will be so greatly reduced in time as to 
render the service equal to the restoration of the 
fast mail which was established in 1875, and 
remained in operation 10 months. Less than 
25 hours wiil be occupied inthe run from New- 
York to Chicago. The regular mail train now 
leaves New-York at 8 A. M., and arrivos at Chica- 
go at 7:40 P. M. the second day. By the new ar- 
rangement direct connection willbe made with 
the overland mails for San Francisco, and the peo- 
ple on the Pacific slope will réceive their mails a 
day and ahalf earlier. <A petition asking for im- 
proved service was sent to the Postmaster-General 
from San Francisco some time ago, and it will be 
answered in the decreased time. The mail, by an 
arrangement with the Union Pacific Railroad, 
will arrive in San Francisco at 6 A. M., 
instead of 1:30 : . the following 
day, as heretofore, making a saving of 32 
hours between New-York and San Francisco. The 
intermediate points will be as greatly benefited as 
the larger cities. At almost every place between 
New-York and Buffalo mails will be delivered and 
received, and every point of importance west of 
the latter city will enjoy the benefits of the ar- 
rangement. Between New-York and Poughkeep- 
sie no passengers are carried on the first train out, 
and the run is very fast, but from Poughkeepsie 
the car is attached to an accommodation train, 
which allows the fast train to overtakeit, Although 
all kinds of mail are taken on the early train, the 
greater part of the matter is made up of the New- 
York morning newspapers, which, beyond Buffalo, 
will be delivered much earlier than _here- 
tofore. No particular changes will be made 
in the mails coming East. The time is 
very satisfactory now, and == mail cars 
are attached to almost everytrain. Postmaster- 
General James has arranged with the Boston and 
Albany Railroad for a train which is to leave 
Boston at 6 P. M. and connect at Albany with the 
fast train leaving New-York at 8:50 P. M. In con- 
nection with the increased facilities provided by 
the Postmaster-General,‘Postmaster Pearson, of this 
City, has made arrangements by which the mail 
leaving Boston at 6 P. M. will arrive ia New-York 
in time tor the first delivery the following morn- 
ing. A fast mail service has just been established 
between New-York and Jacksonville, Fla. The 
mail leaves New-York at 4:35 A. M., and arrives in 
Jacksonville the following day at 6:20 P. M. In- 
cluded in this service is a mail fur Atlanta, Ga., 
which reaches that city at 10:35 A. M. the day after 
leaving New-York. A fast mail has been established 
between New-York and Pittsburg, Penn. The 
mail leaves New-York at 4:35 A. M., and reaches 
Pittsburg at 7:40 P. M. and Chicago the next day 
at10 A.M. There isnocaron this train for mail 
between Philadelphia and Pittsburg.

CONSEQUENCE OF THE FAILURE—THE 
UNITED STATES DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
AND COUNSEL FOR NUGENT HOLD DIF- 
FERENT OPINIONS AS TO BALDWIN’S 
STORY. 


' ‘The failure of the Mechanics’ National Bank 
of Newark is beginning to bear disastrous fruit in 
the metropolis of New-Jersey. The depositors in 
the bank were mostly men of great wealth, who 
Were able to sustain the losses entailed upon them 
by the suspension, but, like all banks, it had another 
class of depositors, who could not stand even a 
temporary embarrassment. Of this class was the 
firm of Dennis Osborn & Co., which conducted the 
largest wholesale grocery and liquor business of any 
house in Newark. Yesterday this firm called a 
meeting of its creditors for this morning, when it 
will be decided definitely whether it will go into 
voluntary bankruptcy or not. Mr. Osborn, in con- 
Versation with a Times reporter yesterday, said 
that his intention was to present to his creditors a 
gtatement of his affairs, and that he shall then be 
guided by any action which they may take. The 
original firm was started over 75 years ago by John 
H. Stephens, In 1855 it became the firm of Camp 
& Osborn, William H. Camp joining with 
Dennis Osborn in the business. Mr. Camp 
died in 1877, and it was then discovered 
for the first time that he had lived in a very extrav- 
Bgant menner, and that the firm was involved in 
heavy debts. Camp, itis said, was a great friend 
tf Cashier Baldwis, who had aided him when he 
needed money. “I determined to continue the 
business,’? said Mr. Osborn, “‘believing that by 
Industry and integrity I could extricate myself, and 
EL was doing very well until the failure of the Me- 


ehanics’ National. I have done a business of about 
§400.000 a year, and the debt of the house was 
About $200,000. Ihave not reduced this very ma- 
terially, but I had placed it better than it was, and 
but for this disaster to the bank I believe that I 
gould have pulled through.” 

; **How much was your deposit in the bank?’ 
asked the reporter. 

“ We had from $13,000 to $15,000 on deposit in the 
bank, and we issued about $3,000 in checks on Sat- 
arday. These checks have come back to us pro- 
tested, and | have made up my mind that I will 

arry this load no longer. The tailure of the bank 
bss caused much distress in this city, and it is liable 
© cause a great deal more before t e affairs of the 
institution are wound up. A great many of the 
teckholders are men who are not able to pay 
he assessment which will be made on them 
ander the law regulating national banks. They 
were attracted by the 14 per cent. dividends which 
he bank declared annually on its stock, and 
ought the stock without realizing the responsi- 
ility which they assumed toward depositors, 
hat will be done at the meeting of my creditora 
to-morrow I cannot say. I intend to place myself 
pntirely in their hands, and to do whatever shall 
Beem best to them.”’ 

A meeting of the Directors of the Mechanics’ 
Pationsl Bank was held at the house of President 

oseph A. Halsey, No. 80 Park-place, Newark, yes- 
terday morning. It was called at the instance of 
the Hon. George A. Halsey and Henry C. Howell,

flay night to consult with Controller Knox. The 
pommittee reported the substance of their inter- 
view with the Controller, and stated that he was 
ready to appoint a Receiver as soon as the board 
hotified him of the person whom they desired to 
erve in that capacity. After some discussion of 
he different gentlemen who have been named in 
his connection, the board agreed to recommend

—-. -This decision was at ance telegraphed to 

ontroller Knox, and in the afternoon a dispatch 
was received from Washington stating that Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen had been appointed. Up to last evening, 
however, Mr. Frelinghuysen had received no official 
notification of his appointment, but one of the Di- 

ectors said that it would come by mail this morn- 
ng. Arumor was circulated during the day that 
the Directors proposed to make good the deficiency 
of Baldwin and continue the business of the bank. 
When this rumor was mentioned to one of the 
sea he said: ‘*Itis all nonsense. I am in 
avor of this, however, and I believe that the ma- 
aay of the Directors feel the same way. The 

ank must be wound up now, but after it is wound 
up I think it could be started again by the Direc- 
tors, and Iam in favor of starting it again. I be- 
lieve that the entire community of Newark would 
show the same confidence in the management that 
they have shown in the past. No proposition to 
evive the bank has been made in open board, but 

know that many of the Directors, like myself, are 
in favor of again starting the institution.” 

Mr. Shelley, the Bonk Examiner, who has been 
investigating the accounts of tne Mechanics’ Na- 
tional for the last three days, was not disposed to 
be very communicative yesterday. Hesaid that he 

hould not be ready to send a statement to Wash- 

gton before to-day. To the question as to whether 
his statement would be given to the public, he 
Ruswered that he had no right to make it pub- 
lic. It must be sent to Washington, and if 
the Controller saw fit to furnish it to the 
press that was his business. ‘‘I have made no 
discoveries since yesterday,” he said, ‘except that 
{find that the aggregate amount represented on 
Bald win’s books as being deposited in other banks, 
putside of the Mechanics’ National of New-York, 
is a little more than $50,000 in excess of the money 
actuaily on deposit in these banks. I have found 
no evidence that any bonds on deposit have been 
sold, except the $17,000 of securities belonging to 
the sinking fund of the city of Newars, and thesale 
ofthese, Baldwin claims, was made by mistake.”’ Mr. 
John R. Emery, counse! forthe bank, had but little 
information to give. Hesaid: ‘*I am engaged to 
represent the bank only in the matter of Nugent's 
Foperty: I have just received a telegram stating 
hat the branch factory of the Nugents at Cincin- 
nati has been attached on behalf of the bank. I 
don’t know how much this property is valued at, 
or what mortgages there may be uponit. We are 
attaching all the property of the firm outside of 
the State that we can lay our hands upon. Whether 
the attachments will hold good-must be deter- 
mined by the courts.” 

United States District Attorney A. Q. Keasbey, 
when called on by THe Trmes’s reporter, said: “I 
have very little new to tell youto-day. I am work- 
ing hard at the private books and papers in which 
Mr. Baldwin kept his accounts with Nugent, and I 
km more and more convinced, with the progress 
pf my investigation, that Mr. Baldwin in his con- 
lession has told me substantially the truth. It is 

aid that he was a foolto advance so much money 

© the Nugents. At all events, he was not fool 
enough to neglect to keep a record of his transac- 
tions, and the notesand drafts of Nugent which 
‘were used to make his deficiencies apparently good. 
So far as I have examined them, these drafts 
ronfirm the testimony of the books, ‘and they will 
be relied on toa great extent to substantiate the 
Government's charge against Nugent of conspiracy 
te defraud the bank. I would like to make a cor- 
rection about the 1 per cent. commission wich 
Baidwin is said to have received from Nugent on 
the advances made tohim. I found this morning 
that I had misunderstood Mr. Baldwin's state- 
ment in regard to this matter. He was speak- 
ng at the time of notes given him by Nugent & 
Do., but he says that he referred to a commis- 
sion only on those notes of Nugent which were sold 
by him on the Street, instead of being discounted 

t the Mechanics’ National Bank. On these notes 

e charged and was paid a broker’s commission of 
lpercent. He earnestly asserted that he received 
nothing whatever from any of the notes or traas- 
Actions which went through the bank, nor cn any 

f the business of C. Nugent & Co. He says that 

e had no interest in the business, and had never 
received any profit from it except a broker’s 
rommission on the notes which he solid in 
the Street,!and this commission, he says, 
pil went back to C. Nugent & Co. in the 
form of overdrafts. The notes which he sold were 
B Very large proportion of the advances which he 
made. He probably sold as many notes as he dis- 
counted at his own bank. Whatever money he re- 
ceived from Nugent & Co. he applied to the pay- 
ment of their debts, and whatever balance was re- 
puired to be paid he systematically made up by 
drafts, which he subsequently took up with money 
abstracted from the bank. These drafts were 
poaty made on the New-York firms of Martin & 

unyon and Pickard & Andresen, who perfectly 
enya that they were not to pay the drafts, 
ut that they were to betakenup by Nugent, 
through Baldwin, when they became due.” 
: Ex-Judge Frederick H. Teese, the counsel for 
Christopher Nugent, takes a very different view of

bank. Referring to Mr. Keasbey’s statement on 
poe, in regard to his agreement to advise Mr.

“js it true that he paid Mr. Baldwin 1 per cent. 
for all the advances made to him?” 

“That is perfectly true. and while I don’t claim 
to have absolute knowledge which would be ac- 
cepted in a court of law, my suspicion is that when 
ali the facts are brought out it will be found that 
Baldwin, if not others, have profited by Mr. Nu- 

gent’s paperto a much greater amount than 1 per 
cent, for years past, There was a regular agree- 
ment between Oscar L. Baldwin and Christopher 
Nugent. Baldwiu was to peoviee the capital for car- 
rying on the business, and for doing this Nugent was 
to pay him 1 per cent. on all the money advanced. It 
amounted to simply this: Baldwin was the finan- 
cial man of the firm of C. Nugent & Co., and in- 
stead of receiving a regular salary he was ‘allowed 
a brokerage commission of 1 per cent. on his ac- 
commodations tothe firm. Mr. Nugent knew that 
he received money when he needed it. He had no 
idea that Baldwin took this money from the bank.”’ 

“Do not Mr. Nugent’s books show that he is in- 
debted to the bank for the sum of over $2,000,- 


? The idea of such an indebtedness is preponterces, 
There is no doubt that we owe the bank something, 
but I don’t think it will amount to over $200,000, and 
it will probably fall below that figure. I don’t think 
much information can be got from Nugent's books, 
but I propose to have them examined by an expert. 
My object is to get at the whole truth of this mat- 
ter without reference to who is hurt by the ex- 
posure. I have a theory of | own about this 
affair, and I haveno doubt myself that it will prove 
the correct one. Baldwin wasa financier on his 
own account. He was a large dealer in stocks, and 
it was just as notorious that he was buying and 
selling bonds and stocks as any other fact to 
be learned on the Street. I believe that he was 
well acquainted with the resources of Nugent & 
Co. when he began to assist them. He knew from 
the beginning that neither Christopher nor James 
Nugent could carry on such an extensive business 
without a large capital, very many times larger 
than that which they,had, as he well knew. My 
theory is that Baldwin saw that Nugent, who is not 
a good business man, but a manufacturer and me- 
chanio, was a fat goose to be plucked by 
him and his friends. IJ believe that he persistently 
led Nugent on to extend his business, and 
furnished him with capital, because the bills re- 
ceivable coming to the firm in the course of busi- 
ness would go through the hands of himself and his 
friends for discount. Of course, the eventual bank- 
ruptecy of a firm doing business in this reckless 
manner was only a question of time, but if, in the 
meantime, Baldwin could make a large sum of 
money, he could easily make good a deficit of 
$100,000 or so. The trouble was that the 
business was so extended that it got  be- 
yond the ability of Nugent to manage 
it. He was driven to make _ injudicious 
sales, the business was run at a_ loss, 
and the crisis came sooner than Baldwin antici- 
pated. The idea that Nugent could take possession 
of a shrewd man like Baldwin and lead him on un- 
til he gave him $2,500,000 of the money of the Me- 
chanics’ National Bank {is too preposterous to be- 
lieve. It is not believed by many persons in Newark, 
and it will not be believed until it is established by 
some better testimony than that of Oscar L. Bald- 
win.’ 

_ Why did Nugent give Baldwin drafts and 
checks signed in blank?” 

“ Because Baldwin was his financial man and did 
all his business for him. They were given in the 
same way that a merchant gives checks signed in 
blank to his book-keeper, whom he trusts, to meet 
possible demands. Mr. Nugent never knew what 
Baldwin did with these papers, and he don’t know 
to-day, except what the papeys report. Nugent 
has not even got a bank-book, and his book-keeper 
never knew the balance which the firm had in the 
bank. I believe that Baldwin, in addition to his 
1 per cent. commission for his services, shared the 
profits of the note shavers on Nugent’s paper.” 

Cashier Baldwin remained in his house in bed, 
where he has been since Sunday night, all day. His 
counsel, ex-Judge Titsworth, said that he was suf- 
fering from nervous prostration, but that he 
seemed alittle easier yesterday. ‘' He told me,” 
said Judge Titsworth, “that all the commissions 
which he received from Nugent were in notes sold 
on the Street, and that he received no profit from 
advances made from the bank’s money.” Mr. 
Baldwin was the Vice-President and nominal 
Treasurer of the Merchants’ Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Newark. Henry Powles, the President 
of the company, sald yesterday that the corpora- 
tion had $39,000 deposited in the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional, but the company would not be affected ma- 
terjally. Baldwin sent in his resignation as Vice- 
President and Treasurer on Monday, and in the 
evening of that day the Board of Directors elected 
Cc. §. Titsworth Vice-President and Samuel At- 
water Treasurer. Mr. Powles says that Baldwin 
was Treasurer only nominally, and had nothing to 
do with the funds of the company. his 
only official duty being to sign checks, 
in a with the President. Baldwin 
also resigned his position as Director of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Company of Newark on 
Saturday. The letter of resignation was dated on 
that day, but was not received by President Gro- 
ver until Sunday. H.N. Congar has been elected 
Director in his place since, It was evidently Mr. 
Baldwin’s intention to make his disclosure on Sun- 
day, but those who saw him sociaily on Saturday 
find it difficult to recall any special manifestations 
of anxiety. He was at the Essex Club on Saturday 
night and chatted eheerfully with his friends, who 
never suspected anything unusual. 

A clerk employed at Nugent & Co.’s New-York 
store said yesterday that the firm was doinga 
Jarge business, and that he believed the profits 
were fully $200,000 yearly, the receipts sometimes 
running as high as $50,000 in asingle day. He said 
he did not believe Baidwin’s story. and also said 
that he had frequently seen Baldwin in Wall- 
street, and he thought there was where the money 
had gone.

LARGE SUMS LOST IN WALL-STREET. 
WHAT A WELL-INFORMED GENTLEMAN HAS 
TO SAY ON THE &8UBJECT. 


“Tt may be that Mr. Baldwin has sunk all 
of the $2,400,000 which it is said his bank has lost 
in the firm of C. Nugent & Co., but I don’t believe 
it.””. This was said yesterday by a gentleman who 
does not wish his name to be used, but who has 
had an excellent opportunity to acquire informa- 
tion in relation to the business affairs of both Mr. 
Baldwin and Mr. Nugent. ‘The money that tho 
bank has lost has gone, in great part, into Wall- 
street, and I knowit.”” He continued by saying: 
“Tt was about a year ago, possibly a little more 


than that, when I first became cognizant of the 
factthat Mr. Baldwin was operating in Wall-street. 
At that time a gentleman who was thoroughly 
familiar with the business affairs of the 
house with whom Mr. Baldwin operated told me 
that Baldwin had that day placed inthe hands of 
his brokers, through a third party, the sum of 
$150,000 to be used in one deal in stocks. I 
watched the market, and found that Mr. Baldwin 
had been successful in this operation and cleared a 
large amount of money. I was surprised, how- 
ever. that Baldwin, a man not reputed to be rich, 
and having a <: geen for absolute honesty and 
integrity, should be operating so heavily, and I 
mistrusted him, and concluded that he was using 
the funds of the bank, especially as he was operat- 
ing through a third party. I spoke to a friend of 
mine in Newark, a man of considerable property, 
and identified with the business interests of the 
city to a considerable extent. He thought that I 
must be mistaker, and refused, or neglected, 
to give the informationI gave him, as I had re- 
uested him to do, to the officers or Directors of 
the Mechanics’ Bank of Newark. He did, how- 
ever, tell the President of another bank in that 
city, one in which he was interested, and asked 
him to notify the officers of the Mechanics’ Bank, 
but this, I presume, he neglected to do, or else he 
placed no confidence in the word I had sent him. 
To satisfy myself I made inquiries regarding Mr. 

Baldwin’s conditiom and the positicn he occupied. 
I found that he was trusted implicitly by all who 
knew him, and that no breath of suspicion against 
him would be listened to or entertained. 

had no interest in the bank, in Mr. 
Baldwin, or in any one _ interested’ in 
either and so letthe matter drop. From the fact 
I have stated I judge that this was neither the first 
nor the last of Mr. Baldwin’s operations on the 
Street. He undoubtedly became invoivei and 
played large and constantly increasing sums, much 
asa gambler does in a faro bank, when, seeing 
* juck,’ as he is pleased to term it, running against 
him. he doubles his bets in order that he may even- 
tuaily come out a winner and finds, too late for 
help, that he has simply thrown away good 
money after bad. Iam as certain as though I had 
personal knowledge of his transactions that the 
money of the bank has, in great part, gone this 
way, and that Nugent & Co. really had but little 
benefit from his peculations.” 

In the trade there was yesterday a general coin- 
ciding with the opinions of the gentleman quoted 
above. as members of firms who have had dealings 
with Mr, Nugent, and who were seen by a reporter 
of THe Times, assert emphatically that it would 
have been impossible for the firm he represented to 
have sunk such asum as has been stated in their 
business. Mr. Probst, of the firm of Frederick 
Probst & Co., of No. 61 Broad-street, said he placed 
no reliance whatever in the statement of Mr. 
Baldwin, asit was impossible for such a sum of 
money to have been absorbed in Mr. Nugent’s busi- 
ness. So far as he knew, and he had had 
dealings with Mr. Nugent many years, he was 
as careful and close a buyer as_ there 
was in the market, and he had known Mr. Nugent 
to hold off for days in order to make purchases at 
a half-cent less tnan the firm was willing to sell 
cargoes of hides for. He was a large buyer, and 
notwithstanding the reports of mercantile agencies 
to the contrary had good credit, and was always 
prompt in meeting his obligations. Mr. Nugent 
had no bad habits so faras he knew, but on the 
contrary was very attentive to business, and was 
in his factory from 6 in the morning until 6 at 
night, unless he was outside engaged in 
business for his firm. C. Nugent & Co. 
are now indebted to Probst & Co. about 
$20,000. At Eugene Kelly & Co.’s, No. 
47 Exchange-place, @ member of the firm 
stated that in his opinion and from what he could 


‘learn Mr. Nugent had been more deeply wronged 


by Mr. Baldwin or ag any one else. Too much re- 
liance, he said, had been placed by the public on 
the statement of this man Baldwin, a seif-confessed 
liar and coward, in whom Mr. Nugent had placed 
every confidence, _ virtually made him his finan- 
cial agent. The firm has some of Mr. Nugent's 
paper, not a large amount, however, but the 
amount or names of creditors they declined to 
give. The paper held by them is for other parties, 
and the firm is not a loser itself. Mr. J. A. De Lima, 
of the firm of De Lima & Co., No. 68 William-street” 
steted that in his opinion it was impossible for 
Nugent & Co, to have absorbed the amount which 
Mr. Baldwin is said to have stolen. Mr. 
Nugent had been, since 1875 especially, a close and 
very careful buyer, never a reckless one. The 
‘firm found, in their dealings with him, that they 
had, to give him rates even half a cent lower than 
other and cash customers, ss Mr. Nugent 
bought ontime. The wa Jif ch hi3 business 
had been carried on had been talked of arnong 
as a mystery, but all bills were

the firm, or at least giving them accommoda- 
tions or facilities for carrying on their business. 
Mr. Nugent now owes the firm $29,000, but whether 
this will be a loss Mr. De Lima could not say. He 
denied emphatically the report that Mr. Nugent 
had been a reckless and careless buyer. The report 
that Mr. Baldwin had put all his peculations into 
the firm of Nugent & Co. was not believed at 
P. Harmony’s Nephews & Co.. where Mr. Nugent 
had been a large buyer, or at Bradstreet's Mercan- 
tile Agency, and in both places the statement was 
made that Mr. Baldwin's stealings must have gone 
in part, and probably in great part, into Wall-street 
in reckless specniation, At P. Harmony’s Nephews 
& Co. the statement was made, as at ali other 
ynoe where inquiries were instituted, that Mr. 

ugent had been a large, but always a careful, 
buyer of ; ;goat-skins, more careful, in fact, than 
most mer in the business, because he under- 
stood his business thoroughly and had to handle 
enormous quantities of stock. ‘*Had he been 
a reckless buyer,” said one of the members of the 
firm, ‘‘ paying 1% cents or evenahalf cent above 
the market rates, our house, or any other whose 
members were possessed of common sense, would 
have suspected something Age ae his credit 
would have been ruined at onc Cc. Nugent & 
Co. are in debt to the firm, but for how large a sum 
its representatives declined to state. “It isnot a 
large :amount” was all the information that was 
given. Pickard & Andresen, of No. 89 Gold-street, 
have acted as brokers for C. Nugent & Co. for 
some time, but they declined to have anything to 
say about the firm or their relations with it. 


WHAT CONTROLLER KNOX SAYS. 

Wasuincton, Nov. 2.—The Controller of 
the Currency has appeinted Frederick Freling- 
huysen Receiver ef the Mechanics’ National Bank 


of Newark and Linus M. Price Assistant Receiver. 
The Controller says that the report of Bank Ex- 
aminer Shedey of Aug. 16, 1880, contained the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“I verified account with the Mechanics’ National 
Bank of New-York by obtaining its own balance and 
reconciling.” 

Controller Knox says further that if the Ex- 
aminer had not been deceived by a forged letter of 
Baldwin, which was handed to the Examiner in 
a of the genuine letter of the Casbier of the 

ank in New-York, the enormous losses of the 
bank would have been exposed 14 months ago, at 
the date of the examination. He also says that 
the Bank Examiners have always been instructed 
to verify the accounts of correspondents, and that 
immediately after the failure of the First National 
Bank of Newark, in June, 1880, the following spe- 
cial letter of instructions was sent to every Ex- 
aminer: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF Commnoeet 

OF THE CURRENCY, WASHINGTON, July 31, 1880. 

Sir: I desire to call your attention to theimportance 
of proving the correctness of the accounts of the 
banks you examine with their corresponding bank, 
anc to this end you are instructed to call for, examine 
critically, and as far as possible reconcile, accounts 
current in all cases, or if it be found impossible to 
reconcile the accounts, as it probably often will be, 
' will satisfy yourself that the balances claimed, 

oth debit and credit, are substantially correct, the 
means of doing which must be left to your own judg- 
ment. When balances claimed are exceptionally 
large, or if you see any reason to doubt that they are 
correct, you will verify them by corresponding with 
the debtor er creditor banks, as the case may reguire. 
Very respectfully, JOHN JAY KNOX, Controller.

SUITS AGAINST THE BANK. 

The West Side Bank of this City yesterday 
began asuit inthe Supreme Court against the in- 
solvent Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark, and 
procured an attachment against the property of 
the defendant bank in this City.

$15,558 83, which is alleged to be the sum due the 
plaintiff bank on account of collections made for 
it in New-Jersey by the defendant. In the affidavit 
upon which the attachment was obtained, it is 
stated that Cashier Baldwin, of the Mechanies’ Na- 
tional Bank of Newark, on Oct. 29, made a draft 
for $14,000 in favor of the West Side Bank. and 
upon the Mechanics’ National Benk of this City, 
and that when this draft was presented, payment 
was refused, and it was then protested. Twomore 
suits were begun in the Supreme Court yesterday 
against the firm of C. Nugent & Co., of Newark, 
and attachments were obtained against the prop- 
erty here of that firm. The plaintiffs are Jesse 
Pickard and John Andresen, composing the firm of 
Pickard & Andresen, and "Henry Volckman and 
Adolph Victor, composing the firm of Frederick 
Probst & Co. The first-named plaintiffs claim 
$27,155 82, alleging that between August and Oct. 
29 0, Nugent & Co. became indebted to them in 
that sum for loans and services rendered. The 
other suit is for $20,693 43, the value of merchandise 
alleged to have been delivered to C. Nugent & Co. 
in May last.

COLLEGE FOOT-BALL.

HARVARD ONCE MORE DEFEATS THE 
VERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, 

The college foot-ball season was formally 
opened yesterday at the volo grounds, when a 
match game was played between the teams of 
Harvard and the University of Pennsylvania. On 
account of the threatening weather there were 
scarcely more than 200 spectators present, but 
there was an uncommonly fine exhibition of the 
sport. As Princeton nad on Saturday defeated the 
Pennsylvania team by the large score of 7 goals 
and 6 touch-downs to nothing, it was expected that 


the result of yesterday's contest would be an easy 
and decisive victory for Harvard, Although the 
Harvards scored 2 goals and 3 touch-downs to 
nothing for the Pennsylvania boys, the latter gave 
them plenty of hard work to do, and nearly every 
point gained by them resulted from superior 
strength and weight. The Harvard team was 
made up of heavy-weights, the average being 160 
pounds, while that of their adversaries reached 
only 145 pounds.

They 
were soon followed by the Pennsylyania boys, who 
appeared as mere striplings beside their powerful 
opponents. Their dress consisted of white canvas 
jerseys. breeches, and red and blue caps and stock- 
ings. Aftera little preliminary practice, the game 
was called at 8:36 P. M. Capt. Manning won the 
toss for Harvard, and chose the eastern goal. This 
gave Harvard a slight advantage, as the wind blew 
directly in the faces of the Pennsylvania team. 
At dark time was ca’led, with the Pennsylvanians 
in possession of the ball. For Harvard, Cabot, 
Manning, Kent, and Henry carried off the honors 
of the day, while Perot. Hunter, Gray, Remak, and 
Bradford did fine work for Pennsylvania. The 
Pennsylvania team were clearly overmatched in 
weight, Harvard being able to carry everything be- 
fore herin the rushes, but the former gave an ex- 
hibition of foot-ball play that it would be hard to 
improve upon.

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GAGGED AND BOUND BY BURGLARS. 

Mr. John Hutchinson, of the firm of Hutch- 
inson & Hall, dry goods dealers at Branford, Conn., 
called on Inspector Byrnes, at the Central Office, 
yesterday, and reported the particulars of a 
masked burglary perpetrated at his store on the 
morning of the istinst.

Hall, and the men then bound him hand 
and foot and gagged him. By repeated 
threats of death, they compelled him _ to 
deliver to them the keys of the safe, which they 
opened, and took possession of $500 in silver and cur- 
rency. The burglars seemed much disappointed at 
the smallness of their booty, and intimated that 
they had been led to believe that the safe con- 
tained a much larger sum. They did net disturb 
anything else in the store, nor did they offer Mr. 
Hall any further violence; on the contrary, they 
handed him glasses of water that he asked for 
while he was bound on his couch.

Court, Chambers, yesterday, made a formal order 
directing John A. Rice to show cause on Nov. 14 
why he should not be removed from the Receiver- 
ship. As Mr. Wheeler stated in his affidavit that 
Mr. Rice was sick in Chicago and unable and un- 
willing to exercise the duties of Receiver pending 
a hearing on the order, and that the property of
